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DEFIANT IRISH AGITATORS 


NOT DETERRED BY ARREST 
FROM VIGOROUS WORK. 
MESSRS. DILLON AND O'BRIEN INJURED 
IN A RUNAWAY ACCIDENT — THE 

RENT WAR TO BE FOUGHT OUT. 

Dupuy, Dec. 17.—Mr. Dillon and Mr, 
©’Brien arrived here to-day. Both are much 
disturbed and hurt physically. In addition to 
the troubles which the gentlemen had yesterday 
at Loughrea, when they were arrested, they met 
with an accident onthe roadhome. The horse 
drawing the car on which they were riding from 
Loughrea to Athenry bolted on the way and both 
were thrown violently to the ground. The gen- 
tlemen were badly shaken up and considerably 
bruised by their fall. 

Mr. Dillon was confined to his room to-day 
from the effects of the runaway accident. He 
looked weak and wearied. He will attend a 
meeting on Lord Kenmeare’s estates at Killarney 
bn Sunday. He will announce at the League 
meeting in Dublin on Tuesday whether or not he 
Will give bail. His friends agree that he ought 
to give bail and thereby compel the authorities 
to try him before his recognizances are estreated. 

Mr. O’Brien’s hands were torn and his left 
arm sprained in the runaway accident. Mr. 
O’Brien says that, profiting by old press in- 
stincts, when he saw a number of policemen 
in plain clothing at the Loughrea meeting he 
made arrangements for the safety of the docu- 
ments and money of the League. He intends 
to continue the campaign with caution and cir- 
cumspection. He will speak at Longford on Sun- 
day,and Sir Thomas Esmonde will speak at Gorey. 


He says the Loughrea police only secured £88 of 
the £1,100 ofrent money received by the Trust- 
ees. He expressed the opinion that the prose- 
cution of the Trustees would stimulate aud 
help the movement insead of suppressing it. He 
was surprised that he and his fellow-Trustees 
had been allowed to give bail, as they were thus 
enabled to continue the campaign. He looked 
forward to awakening English public* opinion 
against the arbitrary arrest of members of a le- 
gitimate organization. 

Messrs. Dillon, O’Brien, Sheehy, and Harris 
have decided to proceed against the police of 
Loughrea for the recovery of the money and 
documents seized there yesterday. Messrs. Har- 
ris and Sheehy to-day met the tenants of the 
Cappatigue estate in Gort, County Galway. 

During the progress of the meeting at Lough- 
rea yesterday Mr. Sheehy received a summons 
to appear and show cause why he should not be 
bound over to keep the peace because of a speech 
he made recently at Kylebeg, and which, it was 
tlaimed, was calculated to arouse disorder. 

Mr. Brady, Secretary of the Irish Parliament- 
wy Party, states thata number of Irish com- 
moners have started for Ireland to take charge 
of the campaign, which they will prosecute vig- 
brously. 

The Nationalists are laughing at the stupidity 
of the police in not acting svoner than they aid. 
They might ‘have seized many thousands of 
pounds by talking action earlier. 

The Freeman's Journal says it does not believe 
that any movement in Ireland against rack 
rents would induce the English people to con- 
sent tocoersion. It appeals to the people of 
Ireland to falsify the malign prediction that the 
arrests of Nationalist leaders would lead to out- 
rage. 

The Express (Loyalist) says the limit of for- 
bearance had passed and the Government had 
no alternative but to arrest Mr. Dillon and his 
associates. Had they acted otherwise they 
would have stultified themselves before the 
world. 

The News Letter, (Conservative,) of Belfast, re- 
ferring to the arrests, says the results would 
have been deplorable if the Government had 
been weak enoagh to allow a man who had just 
been ordered to tind sureties for his good behay- 
ior to set the law at defiance. 

The Morning News, of Belfast, says it hopes 
that the Government will grant the arrested 
gentlemen a fair trial, and leave it to the coun- 
try to decide between the leaders of the reduced 
rent movemont and their intended victims. 

Dr. Brosnan and three farmers were tried in 
Cork to-day on the charge of * moonlighting” in 
Kerry. All were acquitted. The announcement 
of the verdict was received with loud cheers, and 
the defendants were escorted through the streets 
by an enthusiastic multitude. 

Daniel O’Connell, a grandson of the liberator, 
is gazetted a hankrupt. 

Messrs. Jordan and Kenny, members of Par- 
Hament, have arrived at Kilrush, where they 
will receive the rents of the tenants on the Van- 
deleur and Barton estates to-morrow. The 
police are aware of the intentions of the 
Leaguers, 

The Nation says the landlords have driven the 
Government to inaugurate a policy of plunder 
and outrage which insures its early downfall. 

The Government has decided to proceed 
against all concerned in the plan of campaign on 
the charge of conspiracy. Summonses have been 
issued, and will be served to-morrow on Dil- 
lon, O’Brien and four cther Commoners. 
The cases will be tried before a Dublin commis- 
sion in January. It is reported that the police 
have been ‘instructed to arrest the campaign 
leaders everywhere. Mr. Carew abandoned his 
intention of receiving rents at Ballyhaunis to- 
day on learning that he was being watched by 
the police, 

Cork, Dec. 17.—John Keefe, known as 
“Captain Moonlight,” was to-day sentenced at 
the Munster Assizes to five years’ penal servi- 
tude for raiding houses in Limerick and robbing 
them of arms.

NEWS OF THE DAY IN LONDON. 
&\{ CABINET COUNCIL—TENDERS INVITED 
FOR OCEAN MAIL SERVICE, 
Lonpon, Dee. 17:-—A Cabinet Council 
was held to-day, lasting three hours. The chief 
business was inrelation to Egypt. The Cabinet 
approved a circular note to the powers explain- 
ing England’s views on the Egyptian question, 
both financial and military. The action of the 

Irish executive was also approved. 
The Postmaster-General announces that the 
mail agreements for transatlantic service will 


expire on Feb. 28, and he invites fresh tenders. 
He says that experience has proved that a tri- 
weekly service via Queenstown is the best, but 
while giving preference to Queenstown, other 
things being equal, he is prepared to consider 
offers from other ports. He prefers to engage 
monthly or quarterly the most efficient vessels, 
but will entertain tenders for a one-year con- 
tract from March 1, or for a longer period if the 
terms of service are completely satisfactory. 
An interim injunction has been granted restrain- 
ing the Cunard and White Star Steamship Com- 
panies from refusing to carry any mails offered 
to America. The companies undertook to carry 
only consignees’ letters, and notified the Govern- 
ment to that effect. 

The Right Hon. Cecil Raikes, Postmaster 
General, in an interview to-day with a deputa- 
tion from the Chamber of Commerve, said he 
wouid be glad to know more about the United 
States postal system in regard to postage ou sec- 
ond class matter and books. 

The Legislative Council of the Colony of Natal, 
South Africa, have by a large majority adopted 
amotion declaring that Sir Arthur Havelock, 
the Governor of Natal, has forfeited the confi- 
dence of the colony, and praying the Queen to 
appoint another Governor in his place. 

The auction sale of the blooded stock belong- 
ing to the late Fred Archer, the jockey, has been 
completed at Newmarket. It realized a total of 
£23,525. Chilperic brought £740.

THE BULGARIAN PROBLEM. 


Vienna, Dec. 17.—The Political Corre- 
spondence asserts that the Russian Government 
has sent a telegram to Prince Lobanoff, the Rus- 


sian Ambassador here, refusing to countenance 
the candidacy of Prince Ferdinand of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha for the throne of Bulgaria. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 17.—The Journal 
de St. Pétersbourg says the offer of the Bulgarian 
throne to Prince Ferdinand, of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, reported to have been made by the Bul- 
garian deputation which is now visiting the 
European capitals, could not have been made 
seriously. The deputation, says the Journal, 
had no authority to offer the Buigarian crown, 
and it is doubtful if anybody would 
accept the crown under such conditions. 
It may be, says the paper, that the deputation 
made the offer tentatively on the part of the 
present dictators of Bulgaria, in order to throw 
out the idea that they mean to continue to make 
demonstrations against Russia. The reckless 
assertion that no power would oppose the glec- 
tion of Prince Ferdinand to the Bulgarian 
throne is unworthy of discussion.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Mapprip, Dec. 17.—The Spanish Govern- 
ment proposes to establish commercial bureaus 
in London, Paris, New-York, Mexico, and Buenos 
Ayres.

TIONAL COMPANY. 

Miss Emma Juch and her mother are at 
the Hotel Vendome. The prima donna had just 
returned from the public rehearsal of the Brook- 
lyn Philharmonic Society and was resting, as 
she was engaged to sing at the concert to-day. 
“Tcame to New-York expressly to fill this en- 
gagement,” she said. “I have not resigned from 
the National Opera Company, and have no 
intention of doing so, or severing my connection 
with the organization in any shape or manner. 


I intend to join the company when it reaches 
Brooklyn, and expect to sing my parts during 
the engagement. My relations are and always 
have been of the most harmonious kind with 
every one of my colleagues. I left Chicago last 
Tuesday, and to-day received this marked paper. 
You can read the complimentary notice.” 

The marked article was a card fiom Pauline 
L’Allemand, Jessie-Bartlett Davis, Laura Mvore, 
Cornelia Van'Zanten, and Bertha Pierson, as 
follows: , 

‘‘We have been greatly astonished at the state- 
ment made by De Vivo, the personal representative 
of Mme. Fursch-Madi, and feel that we cannot listen 
to any sucMimpertinent and uniruthful remarks as he 
directs aginst our worthy colleague and esteemed 
friend, Emma Juch, without answering what is so un- 
professional and malicious. We desire to say for Miss 
Juch’s benetit, in the interest of truth, that wealways 
found her to be the most amiable, kind, and unself- 
ish of colleagues, our triend personally and artisti- 
cally, and alsothe stanch friend and well-wisher 
of Mme.

Fursch-Madi—who is never brought into 
artistic conflict with Miss Jueh—are surprised 
and shocked that De Vivo should permit himself to 
utter, circulate, and publish such untruthful-and 
malicious words about Miss Juch as have been open- 
ly and publicly used by him this week, to the in- 
tended detriment of Miss Juch. This statement is 
made Without the knowledge of Miss Juch, who has 
been so deeply wronged without sense or reason.” 

**T know absolutely nothing about any internal 
troubles in the conrypany, and can’t understand 
how the impression got abroad that the organi- 
zation was financially embarrassed. We had 
splendid success in Philadelphia, Cincinnati, and 
St. Louis. ‘ Chicago, for some reason, is antago- 
nistic, but we think it only a question of time 
when Chicago isconverted. Our audiences were 
large in Chicago, but some of the papers scored 
us mercilessly, and, I think, without cause.”

Miss 
Juch said she knew nothing of recent changes 
or discharges in the operacompuny. She ex- 
pressed profound ignorance of the dismissal of 
Premiere Gellert and Stage Director Parry, and 
was equally well posted about the released bal- 
let girls and chorus. 

Signor Ellero, who is befriending the dis- 
tressed Italian girls in this city, called on Law- 
yer Eaton yesterday and received some sub- 
stantial assistance. It was purely a personal 
gift.

THE CASE OF DR. WGLYNN 


WHAT IS SAID IN ROME 
ABOUT THE CHARGES. 
CULMINATION OF A LONG-STANDING EF- 
FORT TO ACCOMPLISH HIS DOWN- 

FALL—ABOUT THE CHARGES. 


By Commercial Cable from Our Own Corre- 
spondent. 


Rome, Dec. 17.—Thé case of Dr. McGlynn, 


| of which the outer world has only just vaguely 


heard through the slow medium of a cablegram 
in a London paper, is a subject of much specula- 
tion and interest in American College circles, 
where he has many friends. At the Propaganda 
great attention 1s given the matter as one con- 
taining germs of possible embarrassment and 
trouble. At both places the strictest reticence 
is observed. The documentsin the case are in 
the hands of Archbishop Jacobini, of Tyre, and 
two consultors, one a Jesuit and the other a 
Benedictine, who, of course, are pledged to 
absolute secrecy. It is enough to say that my 
informant is not one of these. 

The fact seems to be that the ostensible charge 
of heterodoxy on the question of property is 
only a pretext masking a series of long-standing 


etforts to contrive his downfall. Dr. McGlynn 
is no strangerin Rome. On the contrary he is 
bound to it by the links of having studied the- 
ology at the Propaganda and taken the mission- 
ary oath. When Bishop Corrigan was promoted 
to the Archbishopric with the right of 
succession to the aged Cardinal McCloskey, 
a distinguished and influential friend of Dr. 
McGlynn’s made a strong appeal here that 
Dr. MeGlynn be nominated to some newly 
created See or to a vacancy in one of the old 
ones. This advocate eulogized him as one of 
the best parish priests in America, managing 
the cure of 22,000 souls with great admin- 
istrative ability, building and beautifying his 
chureh and school, and working smoothly with 
a number of devoted assistant priests. To this 
praise was signiticantly added a hint that the 
new Archbishop might find that Dr. McGlynn’s 
eloquence, independence, striking personality, 
and popularity gave him an uncomfortable and 
disproportionate prominence in the archdiocese, 

While this request was under consideration a 
series of charges and complaints against Dr. 
McGlynn began from another quarter. . lt was 
alleged that he had decidedly anti-Roman sym- 
pathies, and in fact was the head and front of 
an Americanizing movement inside the church 
which was quite out of harmony with the true 
Catholic spirit. It was urged that to make him 
a Bishop would be sun and water tothe seeds 
ot Gallicanism which the Holy See had 
already noted in America, and which it 
was the mission of councils like that 
of Baltimore to destroy. Several American 
Bishops backed this view, not only while visit- 
ing Rome, but notably by letter on one occasion 
when Dr. MeGlynn’s name was sent up in a 
terna or list of three candidates for a mitre. In 
these letters it was stated that if canonical 
obedience was a measure of merit, Dr. McGlynn 
was lamentably lacking, for he conducted his 
parish in an undutiful, independent spirit, more 


resembling the irresponsible attitude of isolated: 


Pastors of Protestant sects than a servant of the 
church, 

In September last came the first of the serious 
charges—rebellious action against the authority 
of Archbishop Corrigan, culminating in his 
support of Henry George. To these have been 
added grave allegations of a personal character 
reflecting on Dr. MeGlynn’s neglect of his priest- 
ly duty and fondness for worldly society. These 
latter charges did not- come from Archbishop 
Corrigan, but from a lesser clerical source, 
which doubtless would astound and grieve Dr. 
McGlynn if be knew they constituted a very 
sweeping and damaging impeachment, if it were 
not for the fact that the Propaganda views them 
with great incredulity. 

“Dr. MeGlynn’s coming here seems still uncer- 
tain. The whole subject was, referred to in an 
audience Mgr. Straniero had with his Holiness, 
but in general terms and without details or de- 
cision. Dr. MceGlynn-does not lack trieuds here 
—at the American college and among the Amer- 
ican students at the Propaganda: He has sym- 
pathizers outside, also, among whom are Abbot 
Bernard Smith, a learned and powerful Bene- 
dictine, aud Miss Eades, an American lady, 
whose sincere piety and admirable sense give her 
in Ainerican Church circles much the same posi- 
tion that Lady Herbert of Lea enjoys among 
English Catholics here. These suftice to create 
a strong feeling in favor of Dr. McGlynn. 

Without mentioning names I ought to say that 
the earnest advice of those who wish Dr. Mc- 
Glynn well is not to be discouraged or driven 
into uncanonical action, and to lose no time in 
meeting the cabal against him, for it is both 
active and determined inan evident effort to 
drive him, through scandal, into retirement, 
conn the political charge as a pretext, and hold- 
ing the personal charges over his head. He is 
advised to make a bold personal appeal to the 
Pope: himself. He corld not come at a 
more opportune time, for the Holy See_ is 
deeply exercised by the eontinual trouble 
arising from the abnormal growth of the 
episcopal autocracy in America, where the 
Bishops combine not only to keep .the financial, 
spiritual, aud temporal power fhey have al- 
ready got, but usurp new functions: and impose 
new forms of servility on priests. The present 
wise and modern Pontiff dishkes this develop- 
ment, as already shown in sundry American 
cases where the tyrannical acts of Bishops have 
been annulled.- I am credibly informed that 
Mer. Straniero’s report of his observations has 
further strengthened this conviction. Hence Dr. 
McGlynn might with advantage make his a test 
case in the impending crusade for canon law, 
which the American priests will sooner or later 


Win. 

Probably Dr. McGlynn does not need the in- 
formation, but it may serve other priests to 
know that a registered letter in three envelopes, 
each addressed:

KILLED AT A RAILWAY - CROSSING. 

Nrew-BrunNsSWICK, N. J., Dec. 17.—The 
streets here crossed by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road’s tracks are protected during the day by 
gates, which are shut by a watchman whenever 
a train approached. At night the crossings are 


absolutely unprotected. A number of fatal acci- 
dents have occurred, and finally the Common 
Council asked the railroad to hire night watch- 
men.

CONVICTION OF A MURDERESS. 

Boston, Dec. 17.—The Prescott murder 
trial ended at East Cambridge this morning with 
a verdict of guilty of murder in the second de- 
gree against Mary .Ann Jane Baker. The 


husband, Francis Baker, was acquitted. The 
woman was allowed 10 days for her counsel to 
file exceptions. Mrs. Baker, the convicted wom- 
an,is of a very low order of intelligence, and 
densely ignorant. Her crime was the wurder of 
Mrs. Susannah Prescott, of Groton, who was 
found one morning dying in a room of her 
house, her skull crushed with an axe or hatchet. 

Before death she charged the Bakers with 
the crime. Upon investigation blood was found 
upon an undergarment which Mrs. Baker wore 
that night. The evidence in the case was almost 
entirely circumstantial, but went to show that 
the Bakers, one or both, had beaten the aged 
Preseott woman and inflicted injuries that 
caused her death. The Baker woman shortly 
after arrest made a confession, in which she 
said her husband committed the murder, of 
which she was an eye-witness. This was not 
admitted in evidence, however, and the charge 
to the jury precluded its consideration. The 
jury was out all night, returning twice for in- 
structions, and reaching an agreement early 
this morning.

SLOSSON PLAYS PLUCKY BUT UPHILL 
BILLIARDS, i 

CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—George Slosson went 
down before Jacob Schaefer at Central Music 
Hall this evening in an interesting game of cush- 
ion carrom billiards, 500 points up, for $200 a 
side, The hall was well filled with spectators, 
and they showed their appreciation of the 
science of the game by enthusiastic applause 
from time to time. Slosson was the 
favorite, or rather had more friends present 


than Schaefer, but the latter was cordially re- 
ceived and treated to great applause when he 
straightened himself up in the last inning and 
carried off a me that had been his from the 
start, but which Slosson was eneronering by cool 
and: steady work. John W. McCullugh, of 8t. 
Louis, introduced the players, and announced 
that Johu Thatcher, of Cleveland, had been 
chosen as umpire for Slosson, Eugene Carter as 
umpire for Schaefer, and Henry Rhines as ref- 
eree. Th game began promptly at 8 o’clock. 

Schaefer won the bank, and, choosing the spot 
bali, he missed from the lay off. Slosson made 
1 and left the balls at opposite ends of the 
table and against opposite cushions. Schaefer 
won his first gar by drawing the 
the length of the tuble diagonally from 
corner to corner. Nothing of consequence was 
done until the fifth Inning, when Slosson made a 
miscue and gave Schaefer a favorite corner posi- 
tion. The Wizard made but 3, missing a very 
short shot. In the seventh inning Slosson, by 
careful and pretty playing, gathered 14, the first 
double figure of the game. 

In the eighth inning Schaefer, in two shots, 
gathered the balls in the upver left hand corner, 
where he toyed with them and drove them across 
and up and down the table and back-till 16 were 
netted. Then he placed them on the right 
rail and made 10 more.

Slosson scored 5 in the thirteenth inning and 
followed it with 15 inthe upper left-hand cor- 
ner. He claimed a count on the sixteenth shot, 
but the referee decided against him. Schaefer 
picked up 9 more, opening with a ditficult two- 
cushion shot the full length of the table. Slosson 
made a painstaking run of 17. 

Schaefer exhibited the beauties of cushion 
carroms by running 17, in which draws, masses, 
and extraordinary twists were rapidly blended. 
He scored 100 against Slosson’s 69. By a 
series of difficult shots Slosson accumulated 
12 in the nineteenth inning, his tenth shot being 
a double across the table, which was loudly ap- 
piauded. The scores were small till the twenty- 
eighth inning, when Schaefer, playing in great 
form and with apparently uustinted confidence, 
picked up 22, which gave him a lead of 44. 

Slesson turned his 100 two innings later on by 
a run of three. The next dozen innings resulted 
in much safety play, with consequently small 
seores. Schaefer got his guit agam in the 
forty-tirst inning and_ rolled up 28, 
principally in the left-hand corner.

JUST MISSED HIS MILLION 


A YOUNG SPEOCULATOR WHO 
ALMOST REACHED SUCCESS. 
A STORY OF WEDNESDAY’S BATTLE IN 

WALL-STREET AND MORRIS WORM- 
SER’S STRUGGLE IN THAT CONTEST. 
Morris Wormser is one of the figures of 
Wall-street. Lesser brokers point him out 
to rural customers as one of the sights 
of the Stock Exchange. He is handsome 
and courtly and shapely, and withal he 
recently has won distinction as a speculator. 
He is not a member of the Stock Exchange yet, 
but his father, Banker Simon Wormser, and his 
uncle, Banker Isidor Wormser—who last Spring 
ducked to the windwara of Speculator Sam 
Lavanburg’s umbrella—are members, and they 
are his partners. He owns a “subscriber's 
ticket,’ which enables him to get within short 
range of business on the Exchange floor, and 
thus it has come that the young gentleman, who 
is something like 21 years of age, has had the 
chance to win much of his Wall-street renown. 
That renown seems likely to be added to before 
long. In Wall-street, within the last day or two, 
there has been a hurrying to and fro among peo- 
ple who have had his name mixed up with their 
hurrying. Mr. Morris Wormser, it seems, has 


been a good deal of a bull lately, and he got some 
other folks in Wall-street to be bulls with him. 
Wednesday’s crash came, he was still a bull; 
Wednesday’s crash is past, Morris isn’t any 
— much of anything in a public way finan- 
cial. 

Reading was the hobby of young Mr. Wormser. 
He saw millions in it. He was on the inside and 
not inclined to disguise it. When a man has a 
** point” in Wall-street, a point that has circum- 
stantial evidence back of it, then is that man a 
hero and a@ favorite. Young Mr. Wormser 
needed no point to equip him with popularity; 
but his points were none the less hailed juyfully. 
He was sorry for people blind enough to go 
short of Reading at 50, andin the midst of his 
sympathetic feelings down tumbled that stock’s 
price to 30 or so. This present fresh cold snap 
makes it convenient for people who feel bound 
to sympathize with somebody to do the sympa- 
thizing on their own premises. Mr. Morris 
Wormser’s friends missed him from the Stock 
Exchange cougregation yesterday; current re- 
port had it that he was devoting bis time and 
energies to the Montetiore Home Fair. 

There is a little system of “combine” known 
in Wall-street as a ‘joint account.” Young 
Mr. Wormser—so goes this interesting tale that 
his acquaintances discuss—young Mr. Worm- 
ser has indulged in the joint account scheme 
pretty generously round about the Stock Ex- 
change precincts, and & good many firms or 
orivate speculators, acting on the “ points right 
rom tbe inside,” sigh much over their remem- 
brance of the enthusiastic youth’s tips. They 
were costly. 

Louis Marx, whose failure came in the hurly- 
burly of Wednesday, was one of young Mr. 
Wormser’s friends. 

There is no lack of definiteness in the way the 
storyruns, A number of well known firms were 
freely named as among the sufferers. Big sums 
were named when losses were quoted. Shree 
hundred thousand dollars was the usual estimate 
heard in real friendly brokerage offices. 

“It was only a little thing,” so the young 
man’s father characterized it. it was stated by 
friends that the losses, big or little, would be 
assumed at once by the elder Wormsers. And 
they were. Between $300,000 and $400,000 
were paid—or arranged to be paid—yesterday 
afternoon and last night by the young man’s 
father. It is hinted that other big claims 
are yet in dispute, and there is even talk 
of lawsuits that may have a good deal 
of liveliness in them. As soon as the elder 
Wortmsers discovered the youth’s wild gambles 
and the wholesale way in which he had crumpled 
up the feelings of all the Street, they took the 
young man aside for about one hour, and cept 
him wide awake through every minute of it. 
Likewise they seut him from Wall-street, dis- 
missed hii from their firm. Mr. Sunon Wormser 
Inay even be severe enough, so intimates hint, 
as to “ put the boy on an allowance of $10,000 a 
year” ee 

‘Tne elder Wormsers are very rich. They have 
within. the last year been doing a bigger commis- 
sion business than any other stock brokerage firm 
in Wall-street. Branch houses represent them in 
every leading European city. Their arbitrage 
business between New-York and London has for 
along time been one of Wall-street’s wonders. 
Jay Gould has been one of their regular custom- 
ers; Cyrus Field has asked their assistance; 
Russell Sage has taken their heip; Alfred Sully 
has been one of their patrons. To I. & 8. 
Wormser was Gommitted muchof the work at- 
tending the big Reading deal begun not long 
ago, Their open transactions in Reading stock 
fairly dazed Stock Exchange veterans; nothing 
like its magnitude had been seen in many a 
day. They had the orders to buy and to sell 
given out directly by the inside magnates, and, of 
course, the secrets of the magnates were largely 
theirs too. Young Morris Wormser shared this 
valuable information, as a matter of course, It 
wasn’t so very strange that bis head should be 
turned. He saw clearly the-way to be a million- 
aire on his own account, and he pressed forward. 
[It was not hard to enlist comrades; offices that 
claim to be conservative, wide awake, sure of 
their footing, welcomed him and his points with 
an enthusiasm that they backed up with their 
money. 

And it was only by a narrow escape that he 
failed to grasp the million he was after. 

Nobody hints that Morris Wormser has swin- 
dled anvbody, tried to fleece anybody, or sought 
to find lambs among his acquaintances for shear- 
ing. Anybody who did hint such a thing would 
be laughed to scorn. Up went the market, just 
us he had prophesied. A hundred thousand dol- 
lars of his million, it is said, were on paper to his 
credit, so the tale is repeated. Then came along 
the unsympathetic bears to paralyze the market. 
As by a flash out darted all those profits, while 
in popped losses like another flash. Reading 
halted just below 40 and poised unsteadily for a 
little time; then each and all the controllers of 
the now famous joint accounts hurried in to 
realize. The result was that they all clashed; 
the Stock Exchange Reading Boe was overrun 
with orders to sell all at once. The prompt result 
was that prices fell off.whole points at a time, 
and 28 was Reading’s price in a trice. Then the 
fate of Wednesday's market was settled, panicky 
chills struck everything and everybody, Louis 
Marx failed, other houses were on the verge of 
disaster, a reappearance of Black Friday scenes 
was prevented as if by a miracle. Reading’s 
break was the fegture of the day, and Reading’s 
break was the blackest spot in all the financial” 
situation. It seems almost past comprehension 
that all this could have centred about one per- 
son—and he a mere boy, scarcely boasting yet his 
first mustache, 

But suppose the boy hadn’t lost! Suppose he 
had won! What a hero would he be this day in 
Wall-street! He wouldn’t be running a flower 
booth up at the Montefiore Home Fair.

FIGHTING THE KNIGHTS. 


THE FARMERS OF SOUTH CAROLINA TAKE 
PROMPT ACTION. 

Cotumsia, S. C., Dec. 17.—The action of 
some white men in this State who are organizers 
ofthe Knights of Labor has caused much bitter 
fecling against the order among the farmers. 
Some of the State papers are denouncing in the 
strongest terms the proposed organization of the 
negroes in the rural districts. At this date of 
depression and agricultural poverty it is consid- 
ered by many as criminal to array the colored 
people against their white employers. Mr. W. 


P. Russell, State Organizer of the Knights of La- 
bor, in answering newspaper comments is bitter. 
He says: 

“ In your ignorance you may think that mechanics 
and laborers are not American citizens and that the 
laborers in the rural districts of South Carolina are 
to be used as the lazy, intolerant men in these dis- 
tricts choose to dictate; that they are not freemen 
and shall work for what pay you may choose to allow 
them for the small time at work upon the ‘ back. 
bone,’ and when that bone is gone beg for bread the 
rest of th year.” 

Some papers advise the farmers to “spot” all 
white men like Russell if they try to organize 
negro Knights of Labor and to run them from 
the neighborhood. They advised that the Legis- 
lature should appropriate money for the mainte- 
nance of the mullitia,as well-equipped soldiers 
would be needed if tunis organization goes on. 
This the Legislature has done. To further pro- 
tect the farmers against the organization of the 
colored peuple living on their plantations the 
Senate has passed the following bill by a large 
mangeriey, and the House will doubtless make it 
a law. 


“ It shall be deemed a conspiracy and shall be a 
misdemeanor for any persons united, organized, as- 
sociated, or banded together to interfere by threats, 
force, or in —_ other way with any contract be- 
tween any employer or employe, whether such con. 
tract be verbal or in writing, or to permit any 
person for them or in their name, or on behaif 
of such union, association, organization, or band 
to interfere with any employer or employe, whether 
contract be verbal or in writing for wages, or for an 
other consideration, te prevent the execution of euch 
contracts, and each and every one convicted of such 
offense shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
less than six moaths or fined not less than $200, or 
both tined and imprisoned. Each one of such con- 
tracts interfered with as above prescribed shall con- 
stitute a separate aud distinet offense herein.” 

The possibility of a strike at cotton pickin 
time, when the whole crop of the State woul 
be lostif not gathered, was the principal argu- 
ment used, together with the declaration that if 
a strike occurred among the negroes much more 
bloud would be spilled than last Summer in Chi- 
cago and St. Louis. 


A SHARP DEMOCRATIC TRICK. 


BUT THE JUDGE WAS SHARPER AND 
SPOILED THE PROJECT. 

InpianaPouis, Ind., Dec. 17.—The Su- 
preme Court to-day heard argument in the case 
involving the election of the Lieutenant Govern- 
or. When the case was called surprise was ex- 
pressed to hear the attorneys for Mr. Smith read 
an agreement with Secretary of State Myers to 
waive all question of jurisdiction, upon which 
the case was decided in the lower court, 
and submit it on the naked issue of 
whether the election was valid. Mr. Myers 
stated that this waiver was by agreement witn 
Attorney-General Michener, who at once arose 


and said positively that that statement was un- 
true. He had made no such arrangement, but

The trick of tlie Dem- 
ocratic attorneys was a bit of sharp practice 
to prejudice the case before the Supreme Court 
aud have it submitted on a false issue. But 
it failed of its purpose. A decision is expected 
within a few days.

PRELATES IN CONFERENCE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—The Record this 
morniug says: “ Animportant conference bear- 
ing on the relation of the Catholic Church to the 
Knights of Labor in the United States is believed 
to have taken place in this city yesterday be- 
tween Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop Corrigan, 
of New-York, and Archbishop Ryan, of Philadel- 
phia, at the residence of the latter. From noon 


until 5 o’clock in the afternoon the three prel- 
ates were closeted, and atthe latter hour Car- 
dinal Gibbons and Archbishop Corrigan departed 
tor their homes. Archbishop Elder, of Cincin- 
nati, was expected at the conference, but he was 
suffering from pneumonia and unable to come, 
Whatever occurred at the conference is kept a 
close secret, but itis understood that the meet- 
ing was for the purpose of discussing 
thoroughly the principles of labor unions 
and labor political movements, with a view 
of either condemning or approving them, ac- 
cording as they appear to be in couformity with 
the church. Also that —_ action that might be 
taken should be uniform throughout the country. 
It is believed that the action of Archbishop Cur- 
rigan in suspending Dr. McGlynn formed the 
leading subject of deliberation. A prominent 
priest said last evening, in referring to tne 
meeting, that the labor question was certainly 
assuming such proportions and drifting into 
such channels that the church could ‘not very 
long ignore it. He referred to the interest taken 
in labor movements as exemplitied by the heavy 
vote poiled for Henry George, and thought 
Catholics should be advised by their spiritual 
superiors whether or not it was dangerous to 
support such movements. Of course,” he con- 
cluded, “no action will betaken by the hierarchy 
without deliberation and care, and if any change 
is madeit will only be for the best interests of 
the church and the spiritual welfare of its a#her- 
ents.’

A ROTTEN BARK WRECKED 


OVER THIRTY MEMBERS OP 
THE CREW LOST. 

SAILORS WASHED OVERBOARD AND THE 
WHALER GOES TO PIECES ON THE 
SHORE—WHAT THE CAPTAIN SAYS. 

San FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.—The whaling 
bark Atlantic was wrecked off Cliff House at the 
entrance to the harbor this morning, and only 
the Captain and eight of the crew were saved, 
while at least 32 others were drowned. Somees- 
timate that 36 of the crew were lost. About two 
o’clock yesterday afternoon three whalers—the 
Stamboula, the Zabreaso, and the Atlantic—were 
towed out to sea, and the latter, being unable 
to get clear of the swell, drifted on shore 
and struck at 1:30 and went to pieces 
in an hour afterward. This morning the remains 
of the vessel, consisting of a mass of broken 
timbers, were thrown high on the beach, which 
was covered with wreckage for a distance of 
half a mile. Capt. Warren, of the wrecked vessel, 
says: . 

“Yesterday afternoon we were towed out by 
the tug Waterwitch, and when cast loose there 
was @ heavy swell and no wind. The currents 
were so strong that wecould not get out of 


the swell. We let go boim anchors, but 
the sea was so heavy that it swept the decks, 
and the anchors would not hold, so we dragged 
ashore and struck at 1:30 A. M. As we 
dragged ashore the sea was so high it 
made a clear breach over the vessel. 
The men were being washed off during ali 
this time by the immense waves that 
dashed over us. The vessel went to pieces 
an hour and a half after she struck. 
There was a very heavy fog and it was 
2 h dark. We succeeded in lowering two 
oats, but both were capsized before getting 
two boat ene from the ship. The first boat 
contained Z. H. Doty, first mate; Anton Perry, 
third mate, and four or five of the crew. 
That was the last we saw of them. In the 
second boat were myself, Second Mate Ring, 
and fivemen. When we were swamped the sea 
carried us in until we touched bottom, when we 
dragged ourselves ashore. We made no signals 
of distress, asit was teo foggy for any to be seen.” 

As soon as the Captain reached shore he wade 
his way in an exhausted condition to the life- 
saving station a few hundred yards away and 
gave the alarm. The life-saving apparatus was 
immediately got out, but owing to the darkness 
and fog it was some time before the wreck could 
be found. A line was then shot over her, but it 
proved of no service, asit became entangled in 
some floating wreckage, and the vessel soon 
went to pieces, 

The vessel was valued at $10,000 and her out- 
fit at $15,000; insurance, $5,000. The Captain 
and crew numbered 42 persons, and up to the 
present time only 11 persuns are Known 
to have been saved. Only one body has 
thus far been recovered. It is rumored 
that a large portion of the crew were intoxi- 
cated, and that 25 men were below sleeping 
off the effects of liquor when the vessel 
struck, and thus met their deaths. There 
is some doubt as to the number of per- 
sons on the ill-fated bark when _ she 
left yesterday. The Custom House records give 
the number at 42, while the Captain states that 
there were only 38 persons on board. Ship 
Captains and pilots express the opinion that 
the tug which towed the vessel out left 
her too soon. She should have taken her at 
least four miles further out to sea. where she 
would have been beyond the inshore sweep 
of the incoming tide. Claus F. Krugen, keep- 
er of the life-saving station, says the first 
knowledge he had of the disaster was 
when Capt. Warren made his appearance at the 
station at 2 A. M. The two men who patrol 
the beach all the time were at the further 
end of their beats and knew nothing of the 
wreck until an hour after the vessel struck. 
Major T. J. Blakeney, Superintendent of the Life- 
Saving Service in this district, was early on the 
scene. In regard to the ineffectual efforts of 
the rg eyie| crew to render assistance he 
stated that he- had made a thorough investiga- 
tion and was unable to discover any incompe- 
tency or lack of vigilance, Major Blakeney in- 
spected what was left of tne wrecked vessel aud 
ealled attention to her timbers. He said: * They 
are sO rotten that a slight blow will brea 
them. The same state of things exists 
in every part. It seems to me that a rigid inves- 
tigation should be ordered and those responsible 
be made an example of. In'my opinion this is 
little short of cold-blooded murder.” The state 
ments of a number of the survivors corroborate 
Major Blakeney’s assertions. 

This was Capt. Warren’stirst trip with the ves- 
sel as commander, and to his inexperience 
and the unseaworthiness of the vessel is at- 
tributed the loss of life.

MORE TESTIMONY ON THE 
OHARGES OF TREACHERY. 
THE REPUBLICAN LEADER’S FOLLOW- 

ERS LOOKING GRAVE AND GAY BY 
TURNS AS THE WITNESSES TALKED. 
Col. Cregan’s followers were grave and gay 
dy turns over the testimony taken by the in- 
vestigating committee in Cooper Union last even- 
ing, Many of them saw forthe first time their 
candidate for Congress, Allen Thorndike Rice, 


who came in with his friend and advocate, 
Robert Ray Hamilten. 


When Mr. Hamilton called Louis Arnold, a 
commercial traveler, of No, 214 East Nineteenth- 
street, as his first witness, Committeeman John 
D. Lawson, who had been reading his affidavit 
very carefully, remarked sotto voce to Chair- 
man Strong, ‘one of the information-and-belief 
fellows, I see by his affidavit.” The substance 
ef his testimony was that he applied for a Re- 
publican ballot at the Ninth Election Dis- 
trict of the Sixteenth Assembly  Dis- 
trict on election day and was given 
one by Peter Finnerty, the Republican 
captain of the district, containing the name of 
Spinola instead of Rice. William H. Townley 
cross-examined him for Col. Cregan, He admit- 
ted that he had been identified with the opposi- 
tion to Cregan in his district, and also that he 
didn’t know the man was Finnerty; but from 
what he had been told he supposed him to be. 


To Mr. Lawson the witness said emphatically 
that he asked the man for a ticket three times 
before he finally took one from his waistcoat 
ocket. Finnerty was asked to stand up, but 
Jol. Cregan explained that he was sick and 
couldn’t get out of doors. 

John McKee, a young shipping clerk, witha 
frank, honest face, thanked God impetuously 
that he was no relative of the McKee with the 
hangdog face who testified the other night when 
he was asked the question. He told a straight- 
forward story ahout receiving Spinola ballots 
from one Heyman, a Republican worker at 
the Twenty-third District polling place. 
Mr. McKee declined to publicly give 
the name of the firm by which he 
was employed, and Mr. Townley sought to lay 
sone stress On this point. It amounted to noth- 
ing, however, . His manner was that of a trust- 
worthy witness. Arnold also told of the en A 
tain of the Ninth district giving him a Spinola 
ballot out of his waistcoat pocket, although the 
ballots in his box were all right. This was the 
Pane when the Cregan men looked sober as 

udzes. 

William Patterson, of No. 269 Avenue C, testi- 
fied that he got a Spinola ballot from “Tommy” 
Byrnes, Captain of the First District. 

rederick Dikeman was the second witness 
who has made affidavits on both sides of this 
case. His demeanor and the general “ badness” 
ofhis whole appearance created such an un- 
favorable impression that the Cregan men grew 
gay again. In truth he was no more 
ctype a witness than the other 
ellow, McKee, who admitted at the last exam- 
ination to having sworn to two utterly different 
statementsin this case. Dikeman’s story was 
that he was retained for the tirst time by Col, 
Cregan as an election district captain this year. 
The Colonel gave him 75 Spinola ballots and 
told him to ‘‘ work them off during the day.” 
He promised faithfully to do so, but subsequent- 
ly threw them away and “ pulled straight.” Dur- 
ing election day he was told by a man who 
supposed he was peddling Spinonla ballots ‘to 
look out, as some of dem silk stocking fellers 
was around de district.” [Laughter.] The wit- 
ness admitted that he was a Knight of Labor, 
butdenied that he supported George. He caused 
general laughter when, after being pressed close- 
ly on his cross-examination, he answered Mr. 
Townley’s question—‘‘ Are you an_ intelligent 
man?”—with “I don’t know whether I am or not.” 

When questioned about the first affidavit which 
he swore to and which recited that Col. Cregan 
had urged all his captains to work straight for 
the Republican ticket, the witness testified: “I 
didn’t know nothing about what was in it. 
Amanaskedme to put up my right hand and 
swear, and I did, and he mumbled off something 
I didn’t understand.” Derisive laughter greeted 
this declaration. The witness admitted that he 
had told Col. Cregan that he would turn detec- 
tive on Hamilton if he wanted him to. 

George F Diem, of No. 427 East Seventy- 
eighth-street, was a German with a good natured 
face, who testified to having been employed by 
Capt. Henkel, of the Fifth District, to wor 
around the polls. By Henkel’s directions he 
bunched 50 or more _ Spinola _ ballots 
with the Republican ballots, and the 
latter distributed them, though he _ himself 
peddled the Rice ballots. The witness identified 
Henkel, who stood up for the purpose. Henkel 
chewed vigorously away on a long-nine cigar 
and tried to appear unconcerned as this testi- 
mony was given. In the language of the Bix- 
teenth Assembly District, Henkel seems to be a 
“ gallus-looking young kid” who knows all about 
election methods. Diem testified that Henkel 
me asked him to stay away from the investiga- 
tion. 

Patrick Murphy, of No. 516 East Sixteenth- 
street, who concluded his testimony with “and 
I’ll back my word for $200,” also gave damagin 
testimony against Henkel, who, he declared, di 
not peddle any Rice tickets. When asked the 
—— by the witness he said it was Cregan’s 
order. 

George M. Davenport, of No. 299 First-avenue, 
testified that he got a Spinola ballot from 
Alphonso Smith, the Republican Captain in the 
Twenty-seventh Election District. When the 
committee inquired for Smith, the Colonel, with 
one of his blandest smiles, assured the members 
that he was at Rockaway. 

When James Speckman, of No. 428 East Fif- 
teenth-street, after having testified that he gota 
Bpinola ballot from Capt. John Mason, of the 
Seventh District, began to make the same 
charge of treachery against Capt. Smith, of the 
Eighth District, Chairman Strong exclaimed: 
“T know that captain, Me | well. He wouldn’t 
do anything of that sort. You must be wrong.” 
The witness evidently entertains a hearty hatred 
for Col. Cregan. As he left the stand he re- 
marked: ‘If I couldn’t vote a better Republican 
ticket than Cregan I'd soak me head.” He was 
not a good witness for Mr. Hamilton’s cause. 

Thomas Hastings, a Bowery lodging house 
guest, who had made five affidavits accusing 
Richard M. Lusk, James McGowan, William O. 
Conuers, and Patrick Burns, all Republican 
captains, of treachery, received a terrible rakin 
at the hands of both committeemen and counse 
for the Colonel. The man had sworn to too much 
on paper, and he knew too little about the de- 
tails of his election coy investigations when he 
came to be examined. A man, whom he had 
never seen before, met him near Prince-street, 
in the Bowery, and hired him for $2 
to go around and collect evidence. He 
took the job the same as he takes any 
job thdt will bring a dollar or two. 

he witness said his occupation was “taking 
care of furnaces” and the like. He was not an 
intelligent appearing man, and the committee 
seemed relieved when he disappeared. Mr. 
Lusk indignantly demanded to be allowed to 
cross-examine him, and the man edged away as 
if fearful that the cross-examiner of ample 
girth before him was about to eat him up. 

Robert Ray Hamilton testified engrcpeph 
Cleary, une of Col. Cregan’s captains, had de- 
clared to him that treachery had been practiced.

Mr. Hamilton denied that he had any 
grievance against the Colonel, arising from the 
latter’s failure to support him when he 
ran for Alderman. He and the Colonel were on 
good terms so far as he knew. He explained 
that Mr. Rice was duly nominated by himself 
and Mr. Cregan after the declination of Judge 
Fancher, the Congressional convention having 
authorized them, together with Joseph Biglin to 
fill any vacancies. Mr. Hamilton, when asked 
if he wasn’t actuated by a desire to catch 
Cregan at something wrong on election day, re- 

lied: ‘‘ No; my wish was not to catch Cregan, 

ut to elect Rice.” His attention was first drawn 
to the latter by his presenting a letter saying he 
(Mr. Rice) could get the bulk of the George vote 
in that Congressionai districtif the Republicans 
would nominate him. 

Mr. Townley called his first witness for the de- 
fense. Willian Meehan, a printer, of No. 513 
East Fifteenth-street, who swore that he was 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
George organization in the Sixteenth Assembly 
District, and that his organization positively 
declined to support Rice. The only purpose 
of the George men was to get votes 
for George in exchange for votes for any other 
candidates, no matter who they were. He him- 
self voted for Spinola. The election was, in his 
judgment, a sort of a guerilla affair. Meehan’s 
testimony about the George voters did not pro- 
duce such a favorable impression as that_of the 
George men called by Mr. Hamilton, Meehan 
is evidently a good deal of a politician in his own 
way, and knew what he was about both on and 
off the witness stand. The committee looked 
incredulous when he replied that Rice’s posters 
were allowed on the George boxes “by court- 
y.’ , ‘

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IN THE RAILROAD WORLD 


LOOKING FOR A BOOM. 
THE NEW-YORK AND NEW-ENGLAND 
RAILROAD REACHING OUT. 

BripGeport, Conn., Dec. 17.—When hold- 
ers of the common stock of the Housatonie Road 
found, not long ago, that a demand had arisen 
for their shares they felt puzzled, because they 
had for years looked upon their stock as valua- 
ble, chiefly because it was good for a pass over 
the road once a year to the annual meeting of 
the stockholders. Most of them came to believe 
that the New-York and New-England Road's 
managers had something to do with the increas- 
ing demand for their stock, and after the annual 
meeting of that company in Boston they became 
very anxious to see if something unusual would 


not turn up when they met in Bridgeport to-day 
to elect Directors of the Housatonic for 1887. 
As aresult the special train run over the road 
to bring stockholders to the annual meeting had 
an unusually big load when it reached Bridge- 
port this morning, and, as it was afterward 
found, about three-fourths of the shares were 
represented. Before,the stockholders met the 
Directors had a private session that lasted two 
hours. The reports thata change in the direc- 
tory would probably be brought about in order 
to secure closer relations with the New-York 
and New-England and a possible scheme for 
a@ new through route to New-York received con- 
firmation when it became known that two 
changes had been made in the ticket to be put 
before the stockholders. For C. K. Averill, of 
the old board, J. A. Bostwick, President of the 
New-York and New-England Road, was substi- 
tuted, and for John B. Peck, Francis B. White, of 
New-York, also a Director of the New-England 
Company, Afterward Henry Hentz, of Brook- 
lyn, was put in Mr. Bostwick’s place. Only one 
ticket was submitted to the stockholders, and it 
was elected by a nearly unanimous vote. 
The new board is made up of William H. Bar- 
num, of Lime Rock; Horace Nichols, of Bridge- 
ort; H. T. Leavitt, of New-York; William D. 
ishop, of Bridgeport; A. B. Mygatt, of New- 
Milford; D. W. Plumb, of Birmingham, Conn.; 
William E. Downes, of Birmingham; Francis A. 
White, of New-York, and Henry Hentz, of Brook- 
lyn. Mr. Hentz is regarded asthe representa- 
tive of Mr. Bostwick and of the Standard Oil 
Company. Thusseven of the old Directors are 
retained and the New-England gets two. No 
meeting of the new Directors has yet been held, 
and it is not probable that any change will be 
made in the policy of the road at present. Will- 
iam E. Downes, one of the Directors, said to- 
night that the new arrangement would prevent 
friction between the two roads and the cutting 
into one another’s business.

FIGHTING A MONOPOLY. 
SUING A RAILROAD FOR DISCRIMINAT- 
ING IN FREIGHT RATES. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 17.—A suit was 
filed in the United States court this morning by 
Hargis & Eastin, attorneys for George Rice, of 
Marietta, Ohio, against the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad Company and the Chess Carley 
Company and its successor, the Standard Oil 
Company. The complainant, whois a large re- 
finer and dealer in oil, claims that the Chess Car- 
ley Company is identical with the Standard Oil 
Company recently organized here, and is 4 mere 
agent of the Standard Oil Company of Cleveland, 
Ohio. The charges made in the bill are,in sub- 
stance, that the Louisville and Nashville 


Railroad Company and the Chess Carley 
Company have entered into a confederac 
with what is properly styled the Stand- 
ard Oil Company and are now combining 
and eg rorengs g to drive from the markets of 
all the States of the Union, all oil producers and 
dealers that are not interested in, or a part of, 
the Standard Oil Company. The charges are 
thatin pursuance of this conspiracy the Louis- 
villeand Nashville Railroad vompeny has dis- 
criminated against plaintiff in its charges for 
freight, and that this discrimination has been in 
favor of the Standard Oil Company and the 
Chess Carley Company; thatin compliance with 
the commands of the Chess arley Com- 
pany to “turn another screw” the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Company, as early as 
June 16, 1881, began aseries of discriminations 
against the complainant. The petition is for an 
injunction, both temporary and permanent, as 
found just, for $5, damages to repay com- 
plainant the overcharges made by the Louisville 
and Nashville Company and for $100,000 dam- 
ages to complainant. Mr. Rice is the gentleman 
who made a successful fight before the late 
Judge Baxter in Ohio. e showed that a Re- 
ceiver for an Ohio railroad had ebarged hii 35 
cents a hundred where it charged the Standard 
Oil Company ye 10 cents a hundred and act- 
a paid over the extra 25 cents a hundred to 
the Standard Oil Company. Judge Baxter in an 
opinion removed the Receiver. 


JUDGE M’KENNAN’S ORDER. 
READING AND JERSEY CENTRAL AC- 
COUNTS TO BE SETTLED, 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—The order made 
by Judge McKennan at Pittsburg in relation to the 
accounts between the Philadelphia and Reading 
nnd the New-Jersey Central Railroad Companies 
has been received by Court Clerk Bell and paced 
on record in the United States Circuit Court in 
this city. The order is as follows: 


On reading and filing the petition of the Receivers 
of the Central Railroad Company of New-Jersey, and 
the affidavit of D. Jones in answer thereto, and after 
hearing Robert W. De Forest and Samuel Dickson, 
of counsel for petitioner, and G. R. Kaercher and R. 
L. Ashhurst in opposition thereto, it is ordered and 
decreed, 

First—That the supplies on hand on the New-Jer- 
sey Central lines shall be inventoried and appraised 
as of Jan. 1, 1877, at their actual value, such ap- 
praisement to be made by three appraisers, one to be 
selected by the Receivers of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Rajlroad Company; another by the Receiv- 
ers of the Central Railroad Company of New-Jersey, 
and the two so chosen to select a third, whose ap- 
praisal shall be final. 

Seeond.—That the said poppies now on the said 
Central lines shall be permitted to remain there, and 
on the 1st day of January, 1887, shall be turned over 
and delivered to the Receivers of the Central Rail- 
road Company of New-Jersey. 

Third—That the questions as to the ownership of 
the said supplies, as between the Philadelphia and 
Readin, ilroad Company and its Receivers, on 
the one hand, and the Receivers of the Centra! Rail- 
road Company and said company, on the other, and 
whether the same or any portions thereof should or 
rightly might have been retained by the said Reaa- 

eceivers, or turned over to the said Central 
Receivers, shall be submitted to and passed 
upon by the Master in the present proceeding, sub- 
ject to right of exception and appeal, and may, in 
the discretion of the Master, form the subject of an 
interlocutory report, to the end that these 
questions may be determined speedily. If 
it shall be determined that the same are 
the property of or properly pelone to or 
areto be retained by the said Reading Receivers, 
then the apgremer value thereof shall be charged as 
a payment to the Central Receiver on account of 
yet revenue or earnings, andif such charge, with 
other ———- by the said Reading Receivers, shall 
exceed the net revenue payable to the said Central 
Receivers under the order of the Circuit Court of

OBITUARY. 


JAMES D. WARREN. 

James D. Warren, editor of the Buffalo 
Commercial Advertiser, died at his home in Buf- 
He was born in Bennington, 
Wyoming County, N. Y., Jan. 19, 1823. His 
youth was spentin the tosyn of Clarence, Erie 
County, 17 miles from Buffalo, as assistant on 
the farm and in the store of his father, He 
dipped into politics in early life, and was for a 


number of years Supervisor of the town. He 
was elected County Treasurer in 1854, and served 
three years. In April, 1861, in connection with 
Joseph Wheeler and Joseph Candee, he bought 
the Commercial Advertiser. A year later Mr. 
Candee retired and Mr. James N. Matthews took 
his place, and two years later Messrs. Warren 
and Matthews were the sole ad dg Mr. 
Matthews retiring from his ownership in 1877. 
Since then he has conducted the paperalone, He 
was also for many years President of White’s 
Bauk, one of the most substantial financial insti- 
tutions of Buffalo. 

Mr, Warren was an earnest and active Repub- 
lican from the formation of the party, and stood 
high in its councils in this State. He was a 
delegate to every State Convention of his party 
since 1872, was a delegate at large to the Na- 
tional Convention at Chicago in 1880 and an 
earnest advocate of the renomination of Gen. 
Grant, and one of the famous 306. He was also 
a delegate in 1884, and then strongly urged the 
nomination of Mr, Arthur, fighting bitterly the 
Blaine men, but yielding allegiance to the 
majority, and supporting Mr. 
didacy. t Mr. Blaine’s request he 
acted as Chairman of the State Committee, hav- 
ing shown such excellent executive ability and 
political sagacity in the previous year, when the 
vast Democratic majority was wiped out and 
Gen, Carr was elected Secretary of State. He 
was vigorously opposed to the Delmonico din- 
ner and the meeting of ministers at which Dr. 
Burchard made his famous alliterative remark, 
both of which he held to be prominent factors in 
the loss of the State to Mr, Blaine. 

Mr, Warren was twice married, first to Miss 
Laura Love, daughter of the late seores Love, 
by whom he had one son, and after her death to 
Miss Mary Mills, daughter of the late Judgo 
Mills of Clarence, by whom he had one son and 
two daughters. 

Mr, Warren had been sick since October, and 
among his most intimate friends there has been 
a feeling that it was his last ilJmess. At the time 
of the meeting of the State Committee in New- 
York early in October Mr. Warren made his last 
trip to that city. He was by no means well 
when he undertook this journey, and upon his 
return he was much worse. Since the latter 
part of the same month Mr, Warren has been 
out of his house but once, that being on election 
day, when he went to the polls. Y. 
suffered from a local trouble of an inflammatory 
character. During Thanksgiving week ses 
the advice of his physician, Dr. J, D. Hill, Mr. 
Warren took to his bed. About 10 days ago an 
abscess was formed on the inner part of the left 
thigh, Dr. Hill called in Prof. Roswell Park and 
the abscess was opened yesterday morning. Mr. 
Warren bore the operation well, and no sudden 
shock attended it, but in half an hour a violent 
chill came on, followed bya high fever, his 
pulse and temperature being unusual. At 1 
o’clock in the afternoon he became unconscious 
and remained so until 8:30, when he died. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Jonathan Jolinson, of Durnam, Me,, aged 102 
years, died there yesterday. He was a soldier of the 
war of 1812 and followed the sea for more than 70 
years. 

Mr. Gratiot Washburne, son of the Hon. E, B. 
Washburne, who arrived in Louisville on Thursday, 
dropped dead at the Galt House yesterday of cere- 
brat apoplexy. 

Major C. E. Haas, a prominent member of the 
Bar, died suddenly at Harrisonburg, Va., on Thurs- 
day night, of hemorrhage of the bowels, He was 
about 55 years old. He was a brother-in-law of Le- 
ander J. McCormick, of Chicago. 

James F. Whitney, one of the oldest members 
of the “Produce Exchange, died yesterday at his 
home, No. 1,234 Pacific-street, Brooklyn.

Born at Framingham, Mass.,he came 
to New-York when a lad, became a clerk in a ship- 
ping house, and worked his way up to be the head of 
one of the most prosperous firms in the city. 

William J. Campbell, of the Twenty- 
second United States Infantry, in charge of the local 
recruiting station at Albany, N. Y., died unexpect- 
edly at the American Hotel, Albany, early yesterday 
morning. He served with distinction in two Penn- 
oe po regiments during the rebellion, and since 
then has been engaged in service on the frontier. 

Gideon M. Hunter, owner of a large interest

THE CAMPBELL DIVORCE OASE.

YALE’S HAPPY ALUMNT. 
PRESIDENT DWIGHT AND MR. DEPEW 
TALKING OF THE LATEST STEPS. 

The annual dinner of the Yale Alumni 
Association, at Delmonico’s last evening, took 
the form of a complimentary banquet to Presi- 
dent Dwight, the new head of the university, 
and the consequence was that the graduates of 
the institution turned out in large numbers and 

‘in happy spirits. There were six tables, in addi- 
tion to the guests’ table, and all were crowded. 

At the table of honor sat Chauncey M. Depew, 
President of the association, President Dwight, 
Senator William M. Eyarts, tlhe Rev. Dr. Twitch- 
ell, C. C. Beaman, as the representative of the 
Harvard Club; James W. Alexander, President 
of the Princeton Club; F. R, Coudert, President 
of the Columbia Alumni Association; Francis 
Wayland, Dean of the Yale Law School; 
Lieut,-Gov. Robinson, of Hartford, and E. B. 
Monroe, the donor of Dwight Hall. Among 
others present were Horace E. Deming, the Rev, 
William Plumley, George De Forest Lord, R. M. 
Gallaway, E. N. Taft, Edmund Clarence Sted- 


man, Robbins Little, E. D. Belden, A. W. Evarts, 
George A. Adee, A.M. Dodge, ex-Gov.D. H. Cham- 
berlain, Sherman Evarts, Melville C. Day, Francis 
Delatield, Albert Matthews, F. W. Hopkins, Rus- 
sell A. Bigelow, H. W. Taft, Brayton Ives, J. H. 
Auchincloss, Prof. W. K. Townsend, and L. H. 
Crall. The six tables were presided over by Gen. 
Wager Swayne, Charles N. Taintor, Leonard B. 
Curtis, D. D. Barney, Macgrane Coxe, and Walter 
Jennings. 

Mr. Depew began the evening’s speech making 
with one of the happiest of his many happy 
speeches. In ee of Yale’s becoming a 
university he said: “This is no change, but a 
growth; not revolution, but evolution. We pre- 
serve the accumulated wisdom, the things 
sanctified by time and tradition, the associations 
about which are entwined memory and affection, 
while meeting the needs of the present and pre- 
paring for the demands of the future. The old 
state, in the full plentitude of its power and 
progress, annexes the commonwealths of law 
theology, medicine, science, and the arts, and 
becomes a republic of learning.” 

Mr. Depew was followed by President Dwight, 
who was received with unbounded enthusiasm. 
He said Yale had become a university, not be- 
cause she was very different from what she had 
been a year ago, but because she ought to have 
adfitting name. According to the American idea 
of a university Yale was one, and had assumed 
the name for that reason. He had felt that the 
name should have been assumed 15 years ago,« 
but perhaps it was wiser that it had not been. 
The progress of Yale had been largely in the 
departments outside of the original college, and 
they had secureda permanent future. He there- 
fore ‘felt when he came to his office that the 
name should be at once assumed, and had pro- 
posed it to the corporation. The name was 
unanimously adopted. Yale was now entering 
on an era in which the university idea was to be 
pressed forward, and to it he was committed. 

Senator Evarts, who was the next speaker, 
fired a shot at Harvard’s elective system. He 
said that the great thing to be attained in a col- 
aa was discipline. There a man learned to do 
things that were hard and that he did not like to 
do, and so would be prepared in real life to 
handle things he liked, If in college he only 
learned things that were easy and that he liked 
to do, how could he in after life do things that 
were hard and that he disliked. F. R. Coudert, 
©. C. Beaman, and James W. Alexander also 
spoke. A reception to President Dwight was 
givenin the afternoon at the house of Gen. 
Joseph C. Jackson. Many of those present at 
the dinner attended it.

A FAMILY DISTURBANCH. 


THE HUSBAND DIES SUDDENLY, IT IS 
SUPPOSED, FROM POISON. 


BELFAST, Me., Dec. 17.—Mention was 
made last week of a supposed poisoning case in 


“Swanville, Me. Since then the body of Ruel 


Crockett, the alleged victim. has been exhumed 
on the strength of testimeny given by James B. 
Tracy, of Enfield, his son-in-law. On Friday an 
inquest vas held, and the stomaca, kidneys, and 
liver were sent to Prof. Carmichael, at Bruns- 
wick, for examination. The physicians say that 
the organs were in a condition that indicat- 
ed arsenical poisoning, Crockett was a 
widower with five children. Four years 
ago he married Mrs. William Harvey, a 
widow with a family. Her son, Albert E. Har- 
vey, a shiftless and dissipated fellow, caused 
much trouble between husband and wife. Young 
Harvey neglected to support his wife and three 
children, and Mrs. Crockett wanted to take them 
in to live with her. To this her husband object- 
ed, One year ago some of Crockett’s buildings 
were burned, and Harvey was supposed to have 
set them onfire. Mr, Crockett’s youngest daugh- 
‘ter says that one week before the death of her 
father her parents had a lively discussion con- 
cerning Albert. She says they disputed a day 
and pigne and a portion of the next day. It 
ended by Mrs. Crockett threatening to kill her 
husband, 

On Thanksgiving Day Albert came home, but 
Crockett would not allow him to remain. He 
lett the next day and has not since returned. 
On Noy. 27, the day after Albert’s departure, 
Crockett dined on fried apples, brown bread, and 
peeopnes. After dinner he was suddenly taken 
ll with vomiting, which continued over Sunday. 
He died the next day. During his illness he told 
a neighbor that the apples had tasted queer, and 
made his mouth burn and smart, creating a great 
thirst. Mrs. Crockett did not partake of the 
ve and would not allow her daughter to eat 
of them. 

It is supposed that Crockett was poisoned with 
Paris green, with which all farmhouses in the 
neighborhood are well supplied. Mrs. Crockett is 
nearly 60 years of age. Her only object in re- 
moving her husband would be to make a home 
for her son Albert and his family.

BIG STEALINGS OF TREAS: 
URER WILLIAM REED. 

THE SOUTH BOSTON COMPANY IN A 
BAD PLIGHT-—THE SWINDLER’S 
METHODS. 

Boston, Dec. 17.—Ever since Nov. 26 
an auditor and two expert acsistants have been 
hard at work unraveling the tangled affairs of 
the South Boston Railroad Company. Their 
labors are now concluced, ard the result was 
given to the Directors to-dzy, This shows that 
the stealings of tho late Treasurer of the road, 
William Reed; amounted to $150,677 42, or, if 
it proves that the company is liable for the mar- 
ket value of the shares‘of the stock overissued 
by Treasurer Reed, then the totel defaleation 
will amount to $274,277 42. 


This completely wipes out the surplus of the 
company as reported at the last annual meet- 
ing, and leaves a deficiency of over $80,000, 
The Auditor finds that outstanding certificates 
of stock amount to 16,263 shares, of which 
15,000 shares are iegitimate, and the bal- 
ance, 1,263 shares, represent the fraud- 
ulent issue of Treasurer Reed. The re- 
port goes on to say that these fraud- 
ulent issues were effected in several ways; by 
issuing certificates duly signed by the President 


in blank, or inadvance of surrendered certifi- 
cates and not filing any equivalent old certifi- 
cates for same; reissuing surrendered certifi- 
cates, which had been already duplicated, but 
which had not been marked “ canceled,” as di- 
rected in the by-laws of the company; issuing 
hew certificates based on surrender of old cer- 
tificates, which had been already duplicated, but 
had not been canceled by the President; forging 
the name of the President to fraudulent .3ues 
based on no surrender of previous certificates. 

Inu this connection the Auditor says that no 
issue in the first two classes was signed by the 
present President of the road. The jist of 1,263 
shares of fraudulent stock, the Auditor says, by 
no means exhausts all the irregular or fraudu- 
lent issues of the ex-Treasurer, but it comprises 
all thatare now outstanding. Numerous other 
certificates have been issued, used as collaterals, 
and called in, as his personal exigencies for 
loans required, and now appear tacked to the 
original stubs, some marked canceled, and some 
not so. The earliest instance of this class is 
dated March 25, 1878, for 30 shares, and they 
can be found at intervals through the subsequent 
years, but as they do not now in any way affect 
the standing of the company they are not in 
cluded in the list. 

The overissues of stock are of three classes: 
Outright fraudulent issues based on no authority 
given by the company, nor upon any previous 
valid certificates surrendered. In some the sig- 
natures of the President are genuine, but fraud- 
ulently used; in others the signatures are for- 
geries. Allof this class are in pledge for loans 
to Reed. Secondly, fraudulent reissue of certifi- 
cates surrendered by their owners for new cer- 
tificates issued to the parties purchasing them, 
but indorsed by onginal owners in blank and not 
marked “canceled” by the company. These 
having been fraudulently retained uncanceled 
by Reed were subsequently used by him as 
pledges for personal loans, and fraudulent issues 
by Reed, with valid signatures, sold to third 
parties for cash, or other equivalent, and pro- 
ceeds appropriated by him. None of these were 
authorized by vote of the company, but were 
fraudulent overissues. 

Many of these have been merged into later 
certificates, or combined with other valid certifi- 
cates into new issues. Of the first class there 
are 665 shares, of the second class 203 shares, 
and of the third class 395 shares. All but 30 
shares of this fraudulent stock has now been 
traced to the present holders. 

President Hersey, of the South Boston Road, 
does not think that Reed’s defalcations will 
seriously cripple the road or necessitate passing 
more than one year’s dividends. The investiga- 
tions show that Reed began to steal the funds of 
the company within six months after assuming 
the position of Treasurer, but his forgeries only 
began with the administration of President Her- 
sey, two years ago, and were forced by the re- 
fusal of the President to sign certificates of stoch 
in blank, as had been the custom of his prede 
cessor,

A RESPITE FOR MQUADE 


HIS SENTENCE POSTPONED 
UNIIL MONDAY. 

HIS COUNSEL SEEKING A REVERSAL ON 
THE ROSENBERG INCIDENT~—VICKER- 
MANsAND NESBITT ARRESTED. 

Ex-Alderman Arthur J. McQuade, con- 
victed of having agreed to accept a bribe in con- 
nection with a vote on the Broadway Railroad 
franchise, was brought before Recorder Smyth 
for sentence in the Court of General Sessions 
yesterday morning. But he was not sentenced. 

He will wait in the Tombs until Monday next 

before he knows for what length of time he will 

be consigned to dwell in Sing Sing Prison. 

McQuade appeared in court just before 11 
o'clock, coming from the Tombs. His brother 

Bernard was with him. In court McQuade 

found his bondsmen, Arthur M. Foley, and his 

counsel, Gen. Tracy, R. 8S. Newcombe, and ex- 

Senator Grady. He also found a court room 

trowded to its utmost capacity with a number 

vf his friends and curiosity seekers. It was 

11:40 o’clock when Recorder Smyth arrived. 

With him were ex-Chief-Justice Charles P. Daly 

and ex-Assistant United States Treasurer Thomas 

C. Acton. 


District Attorney Martine asked that McQuade 


be sentenced. Recorder Smyth looked at the 
trio of counsel for the defense, but said nothing, 
Mr. Newcounbe rose and, in alow voice, informed 
the court that since the submission of the case 
to the jury the defense had come into possession 
of evidence against two or three members of the 
jury which made it incumbent on him to ask for 
a@ suspension of sentence. The character of that 
testimony he could not noW present tothe court, 
but he would assure the Recorder that it would 
entitle his client not only to a suspension of sen- 
tence but to a new trial, as, if true, it materially 
affected the right of the jurymen referred to to 
sit in judgment on the case. 

“ Ot what nature are the charges against these 
jurymen?”’ asked the Recorder. ‘‘ Do they affect 
their action after they were accepted and had 
taken their seats in the box ?” 

“ They do not,” replied Mr. Newcombe, “ they 
refer to acts before their selection.” 

“And under what section of the code do you 
claim that their actions were of such a character 
as to make them incompetent to act?’ 

Mr. Newcombe could not tell the section, 
pleading that he had not had time to fully exam- 
ine the law. The Recorder said that he had bet- 
ter find the section, and Gen. Tracy helped his 
associate Gut of his awkward situation by saying 
that, even if there was no specific provision m 
the code, there was a power inherent in the 
court to set aside a verdict secured as a result of 
conduct on the part of jurors even before they 
were sworn as jurors, providing it could be 
shown that they had been LAN gee against the 
accused and had been guilty of conduct which 
would affect the decision. That conduct, he as- 
serted, lay in the expressions of two or three 
jurors who, after they had been summoned, had 
said that they would act in a certain way in case 
they were selected as jurors. 

Mr. Nicoll said that the code provided the only 
reasons by which the court could set aside the 
result of a trial, and that when once a jury had 
been impaneled and sworn its verdict must 
stand unless it could be shown that they had 
acted improperly after they had been sworn. 

Recorder Smyth also held the same view that 
Mr. Nicoll did, and said that he believed there 
was a decision of the Court of Appeals to the ef- 
fect that there was no power inherent in the 
court to set aside a verdict save for the acts spe- 
cifically referred to in the code, such as the tam- 
pering with the juryin any way or proof that 
they had been approached and induced to render 
the verdict they did.. Sohe thoughtit unneces- 
sary to delay the sentence on this ground. 

Then Mr. Newcombe moved that the verdict be 
set aside on the ground that the jury had been 
influenced by the appearance in court of Nesbitt 
and Vickerman. and the taking of their affidavits, 
claiming further that the suspénsion of the pro- 
ceedings while these aftidavits were being made 
‘was illegal and nullified the entire proceedings. 

District Attorney Martine said he should ask 
for time to answer the attidavits of the attorneys 
for the defense, even though he believed they 
were of no force or effect, and therefore he 
would ask for a delay in passing sentence until 
Monday morning at 11 o’clock. This delay was 
he ot and the court was adjourned until next 
Monday. 

The court room was emptied rapidly and 
McQuade went back to the Tombs, after being 
advised to keep up good courage. None of the 
indicted Aldermen who had attended the trial 
were present in court during yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings. They were all down town, however, 
and waited in saloons and restaurants near by 
to hear the result of the day’s proceedings. 

District Attorney Martine, in speaking yester- 
day afternoon of the McQuade case, said that he 
attached no importance to the move made by 
the prisoner’s counsel in the morning. Juror 
Rosenberg yesterday swore to a very strong affi- 
davit that he was not intimidated by the appear- 
ance of his discharged workmenin the court dur- 
ing the trial and that that incident in no way in- 
fluenced his vote for guilt. McQuade, Mr. Mar- 
tine said, would be sentenced Monday morning, 
and unlessa stay of proceedings is granted by 
some Supreme Court Judge he will be sent to 
Sing Sing either Monday afternoon or Tuesday 
morning. 

James R. Vickerman and Thomas J. Nesbitt, 
the Nassau-street tailors, who made charges 
against Jacob Rosenberg, a jurorin the McQuade 
case, spent last night in Ludlow-Street Jail. 
They were arrested late yesterday afternoon by 
two Deputy Sheriffs on an order of arrest issued 
by Judge Barrett, in the Supreme Court, in a 
suit for slander brought against them by Mr. 
Rosenberg, who wants $25,000 damages from 
each of them. Bernard Kohn, one of Rosen- 
berg’s workmen, went with the Deputy Sheriffs 
to Vickerman & Nesbitt’s store, at No. 60 Nas- 
sau-street, to identify the men. Vickerman ran 
out of the store to assist a lady who had fallen 
on the sidewalk, whereupon Kohn seized him 
and held him until the Deputy Sheriffs arrested 
him. As Vickerman and Nesbitt could not get 
bail, they were sent to Ludlow-Street Jail. 

The order of arrest was granted upon aifidavits 
filed by Mr. Rosenberg, his brother, Morris 
Rosenberg, and John S. Soutter, of Boston. Mr. 
Rosenberg asserted that his business and stand- 
ing in the community had been damaged by the 
charges made by Vickerman and Nesbitt. Morris 
Rosenberg said that John Keenan had visited 
the Fulton-street store in 1883, but that Jacob 
Rosenberg had not seen him. Nesbitt, he further 
said, was not in the store at the time. Mr. Sout- 
ter denied that Jacob Rosenberg had said auy- 
thing in his presence concerning the guilt or 
innocence of the indicted Aldermen. 

When McQuade went back to the Tombs there 
was nothing in his speech or bearing to indicate 
that hope was dying within him. Those who 
saw him casually thought he was as sprightly 
and as composed as ever. The prison keepers, 
whose watchful eyes detected in his face an ex- 
pression of despair carefully repressed, said to 
each other that he bore up remarkably well. 
During the afternoon only McQuade's wife and 
her sister were admitted to see him. They re- 
mained a long time, and when they went away 
were much affected. McQuade tried to lead 
them to expect a stay of proceedings, but they 
were evidently not very hopeful that the situa- 
tion could now be relieved by legal ingenuity. 
Mr. Newcombe said, however, to those who asked 
his opinion about the chances of a stay that the 
motion would be made in the Supreme Court of 
this county immediately after sentence. He 
thought any Judge would grant it. 

Atthe District Attorney’s office, in the corri- 
dors of the Court House, and at the restaurants 
and midday resorts near the City Hall, where 
fittendants at the trial were to be found for an 
hour or so after the court proceedings, there 
was less difference of opinion than ever before 
over the outlook forthe boodlers. It was the 
common opinion, indeed, that absolutely no hope 
rewained for McQuade, and it was said that Gen. 
Tracy had so informed his client, forewarning 
him that technicalities would avail nothing and 
that he might as well make up his mind that he 
must go to Sing Bing. 

Curiosity bas not taken a@ very active turn in 
regard to Jacob Sharp’s whereabouts, 48 évery 
one seems to believe that he is drinking milk on 
his farm, up in the Mohawk Valiey, near Rome, 
and can be brought here when wanted. His 
counsel and intimates still profess not to know 
where he is, Every one beliéves that he will be 
tried next, although the District Attorney will 
not say so. Pending’a definite announcement the 
“untried Aldermen will continue to sit on nettles. 


VETOING A RAILWAY GRANT. 

Mayor Grace yesterday sent to the Board 
of Aldermen a veto of the resolutions granting 
the city’s consent to the construction of an elec- 
trical surface railroad, as proposed by the North 
and East River Railroad Company. In the reso- 
lutions it was specified that the road should be 
run under the Bentley-Knight electrical system. 
This, the Mayor says, precludes competition. He 
also says that,as the proposed roadis to run 
more than 1,000 feet over the tracks of theBelt 
Line, and .as the grant would be of use only to 
the company having an arrangement with that 
porporation there could be no competition. He 
also suggests that the Aldermen should fix a 
minimum price at which franchises should be 
isposed of.

ALL 1HE TESTIMONY IN. 


THE STAUNTON DIVORCE TRIAL TO BE 
SUMMED UP TO-DAY. 

Rebuttal testimony occupied most of the 
time at yesterday’s session of the Staunton di- 
vorce trial in Brooklyn, and at its conclusion the 
hearing was adjourned until this morning, when 
both sides will sum up. Mr. Staunton is expected 
to argue his own case. 

The first witness yesterday was Oscur F. 
Hughes, a real estate agent, who rented the 
house No. 325 Myrtle-avenue to Mrs. Laidler 
after she left Staunton’s. She left the house 


without paying the rent. Then Henry Zahn, 
whose cigar store is just across the street from 
this Myrtle-avenue house, testified to seeing 
Staunton visit Mrs. Laidler two and three times 
a day while she lived there. 

Mrs. George B. Chamberlain and Elder W. L. 
Hope, of the Fort Greene Church,swore that Mrs. 
Staunton’s reputation for truth and veracit 
was good, and the former added that Mrs. Laid- 
ler had told her that she did not want any one to 
know why she had gone to the country. Another 
Trustee, W. P. Caine, said that Staunton’s repu- 
tation was bad before he came to the Fort Greene 
Church. 

“Do you like the defendant?” asked Mr. Staun- 
ton in cross-examination. 

“T’ve no objection to him, but I don’t want to 
associate with him. But, bless your soul, I 
wouldn’t harm him for the world.” ° 

After Mr. Staunton had been allowed to ¢all 
William Fleming to prove that the church owed 
him $1,200, for the lack of which he had been 
unable to buy clothes for his wife, Mrs. Staun- 
ton went on the stand again to explain how she 
chanced to get that brown silk dress in October, 
1885, to which the emphatic Scotchwoman, 
Mrs. McClure, testified on Thursday. The wit- 
ness’s tones were very indignant when she be- 
gan, “That dress was a bribe. My husband 
asked me to play for Mrs. Laidler at a church 
entertainment, and said he would give me a 
dress if I did. I consented so as to get a dress, 
and he gave me $15.” In explanation of the 
visit of Mrs. Laidler to the witness’s home last 
New Year’s Day, Mrs. Staunton said that she 
was invited because Mr. Staunton complained 
that people were coupling his name with Mrs. 
Laidier’s. ‘‘I was very unhappy on that day,” 
said the witness. 

The old question, “What was Staunton’s 
former name?” wasthen asked and again caused 
trouble. The defense objected and the objection 
was allowed, whereupon Mr. Tenney took an 
exception and moved to amend the complaint so 
as to conform with the evidence in the case. 
Decision upon this point was reserved and both 
sides rested. 

An attempt is to be. made to reverse the de- 
cision of the Presbytery in putting Mr. Staunton 
out of the Fort Greene Church, and itis to be 
based upon the alleged illegal voting at the 
church meeting. Staunton’s friends claim that 
of the 66 names attached to the application to 
sever his relations with the church 33 are those 
of illegal voters. 
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MHENRY’S FORMER LAWYERS, 
cnccodeaihataldanass 
SUING THEIR OLD-TIME CLIENT 
$340,393 31 FOR SERVICES. 

James McHenry, of Oak Lodge, Addison- 
road, London, England, is now to go through a 
season of litigation on account of money which 
his former counsel, Barlow, Larocque & Mac- 
farland, and his former special agent and attor- 
ney, 8. L. M. Barlow, say he has owed them since 
1874. The claims, which aggregate $340,393 31, 
have been assigned by Barlow, Laroeque & Mac- 
farland and Barlow to James L. Montgomery, and 
he has begun suit against McHenry through the 
law firm of Olin, Rives & Montgomery. In this 
suit he has procured from Judge Barrett an at- 
tachment against whatever property McHenry 
may have lying around loose in this State or in 
the possession of his agent here, James A. Reilly, 
of No. 132 Broadway. 

There are five causes of action set forth in the 
complaint made by Mr. Montgomery. The first 
is based on the assertion that between May, 
1870, and August, 1872, Barlow, Larocque & 
Macfarland rendered services to McHenry and 
expended money to the amount of $61,768 39 
on his behalf. In January, 1884, they presented 
a full account of their services aud disburse- 
ments to him, and he promised to pay them 
$106,643 49, but has failed to do so. The claims 
assigned by 8. L. M. Barlow individually to Mr. 
Montgomery are supported by the averments 
that between May 1, 1871, and Jan. 1, 
1874, Mr. Barlow acted as Mr. Mce- 
Henry’s attorney and agent in the pur- 
chase and sale of 57,397 shares of 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapo- 
lis Railroad stock, in the reorganization of the 
Pit Hole Railway Company, ‘‘in and about a cer- 
tain railway known as the Pennsylvania Petro- 
leum Railroad Company,” and in the purchase, 
en and sale of 11,693 shares of the Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis 
Railroad Company’s stock. The value of these 
services, together with the money that Mr. Bar- 
low says he expended on behalf of Mr. McHenry, 
is $117,301 96, which, with the $106,643 49 due 
on the claim of Barlow, Larocque & Macfar- 
land, makes $223,944 49. Interest since 1874 
being added to this sum makes up the total 
amount of. $340,393 31 sued for by Mr. Mont- 
gomery. 

A suit has also been brought be Bend Montgomery 
to obtain $21,000 from Mr. McHenry as damages 
for an alleged conversion by the latter mm 1873 
of 25 third mortgage bonds ofthe Atlantic and 
Great Western Railway Company, each of the 
par value of $1,000, that belonged to Charles 
Day. This suit is brought by Mr. Montgomery 
as Assignee of Mr. Day’s rights. An attachment 
was also obtained in it.

In response to a request from the editor 
of the Brooklyn Review, a Catholic paper, Cardi- 
nal Manning has sent a letter, which will appear 
in the Review of to-day, touching the Cardinal’s 
opinion as to Mr. George’s tneories. The letter 
is as follows: 


ARCHBISHOP’S HOUSE, WESTMINSTER, 
LONDON, Dec. 1, 1886. 

DEAR Sim: Your letter of Nov. 8 has just reached 
meé, and I ata happy to answer your question on the 
subject of my conversation with Mr. Henry George 
someé months ago, on which I understand statements 
and comments have been mado in the American 


papers. 

Mr. Wilfrid Méynell, editor of Merry England, 
came to me to ask whether I was willing to receive 
a Visit from him and Mr. Henry George. I answered 
that I should most gladly receive them. They there- 
fore called on me together, 

Thinking that between Mr. Henry George and my- 
self there might not bea common ground on which 
to meet I bégan by saying: ‘ Before we go further 
let me know whether we are in agreement upon one 
vital principle. I believe that the law of property is 
founded on the law of nature, that it is sanctioned in 
Revelation. declared in the Christian law taught by 
the Catholic Church, and incorporated in the civil- 
ization of all nations. Therefore unless we are in 
agreement upon this which lies at the foundation of 
society I am afraid we cannot approach each other.” 

I understood Mr. prey od to say that he did not 
deny this principle; that his contention is mainly, if 
not only, on the intolerable evils resulting from an 
exaggeration of the law of property. I understood 
him to mean the ola dictum, Summum jue, summa 
injuria, He added that tie present separation and 
opposition of the rich and poor were perilous to so- 
clety, and that he saw no remédy for them but in the 
example and teachings of Christ. He spoke fully 
and reverently on this ee 

Ihave no distinct recollection of the mention of 
his books; but as it has been stated in America that 
I gave an opinion to the effect that in his book, means 
ing his original work on “ F togress and Poverty,” I 
saw no unsound propositions, I have to state that I 
have never read the book. { have, however, read 
certain chapters in his later work, “Social Prob- 
lems,” and in those chapters I did not sée anything 
to censure as unsound. 

This, so far as my memory serves me, is the sub- 
etance of our conversation so far as it bears upon 
Mr. George’s works. I cannot, however, end with- 
out saying how much I was pleased by the quiet ear- 
nestness With which he spoke, and the calmness of 
his whole bearing. * * * Believe me, dear sir, 
yours faithfully, HENRY EDWARD, Card, 

- Archbishop of Westminster. 

Mr. George, in a letter to the editor of the same 
paper, says the conversation occurred three 
years ago, confirms the statement that his books 
were not the subject of debate, and asserts that 
Cardinal sonuing in referring to his land theo- 
ries said “he could say that there was in the 
doctrines I had advanced nothing whatever 
which was condemned by the Catholic Church, 
and which a good Catholic could not hold.”

CABLE ROAD PLANS KILLED 


A FATAL DECISIO BY THE 
COURT OF APPEALS. 

THE SUPREME COURT UPHELD IN ITS 
MOST IMPORTANT 
COMPANY SEEKING A LOOPHOLE. 

ALBANY, Dec. 17.—The Court of Appeals 
to-day broke the grip of the cable roads in New- 
York by sustaining the decision of the General 
Term of the Supreme Court declining to confirm 
the report of the commission consisting of 
Messrs. Traphagen, Pelton, and Crane, who 
reported in favor of granting franchises 
to the New-York Cable Railway Company 
to run cars over numerous routes in New- 
York covering 70 miles of street line. The Gen- 
eral Term refused to approve of this report, and 
the Court of Appeals unanimously sustains its 
action, although some of the Appellate Judges 
dissent on minor points. 

Judge Rapallo, who wrote an exhaustive opin- 
ion of over 10,000 words, discusses very fully 
all the points involved in the controversy. Ex- 
amining first the question whether the General 
Surface Railroad act of 1884 abrogated all the 
rights of the cable company, the Judge holds 
that when that law was passed the cable road 
was a street surface railroad, provided it had 
complied with the Rapid Transit act of 1875. 
The legislation evidently did not intend to affect 


the rights of the cable somghny. Its purpose 
was to prohibit the construction of roads there- 
after organized under the Rapid Transit act, but 
not to prohibit any company before organized 
under the Rapid Transit act from exercising its 
rights to proceed with the construction of its 
road. The cable company was known to be hav- 
ing its routes Jaid out, its capital paid in, &c., 
when the general act of 1884 was passed, and 
had thus acquired corporate powers and an in- 
choate right to build its road. 

* Did the Rapid Transit act authorize surface or 
only elevated and underground roads?” is the 
next question considered. The use of the word 
“through” (streets) in that act, Judge Rapallo 
says, Clearly refers to surface roads. Examina- 
tion shows that the Rapid Transit act applies 
in parb exclusively to surface and part 
exclusively to underground and elevated 
roads. Rapid transit in any form was the end 
the Legislature desired to attain. The act con- 
tained no restriction upon the choice of a sur- 
face road. Before the passage of the act of 1884 
any street railroad could have incorporated 
under the Rapid Transit act. 

‘Was the cable company legally organized ? 
Did the Mayor’s commission fix and determine 
the time within which the railway must bein 
operation as required by the Rapid Transit act?’ 
Judge Rapallo says the Commissioners did fix 
times, varying from 18 months to five years 
from the date of receiving consents of property 
owners and the city, subject to the proviso that 
if any time wére unavoidably consumed by legal 
proceedings, &c., it should not count as part of 
the time of the limit. Itis argued that as no 
time was fixed for obtaining consent, no time 
was really fixed for completion of these routes. 
With some reluctance Judge Rapallo de- 
cides that the Cable Commissioners did 
comply with the time limit. If the company 
had not exercised diligence in securing 
consents the charter of the company might 
have been torfeited or it might have been sub- 
ce to the more summary punishment of a leg- 
slative repeal of itscharter. The Rapid Transit 
act provided for the incorporation of a company 
which could acquire the franchise for building 
all the conceivable roads in New-York, and hold- 
ing it for an indefinite time over the city. But 
the Mayor’s Commissioners were sworn public 
otticers, presumed to be disinterested, and in of- 
fice to serve the public. On the subject of for- 
feiture it is held that the Attorney-General could 
have proceeded by quo warranto for a forfeiture 
of the charter of the company if it had failed or 
delayed to exercise its franchise. € 

It is claimed, the decision says, that the plans 
for the construction of the cable routes fall short 
of the requirements of the Rapid Transit act. 
Thé Mayor’s Commissioners were first required 
to decide whether they would use an under- 
ground, elevated, or surface road. Further, the 
plans should disclose how far the streets are to 
be encroached on, the means of transportation, 
and how property would be effected. The plans 
of the Rapid Transit Commissioners in some 
routes do not show whether the roads are to be 
surface or elevated. This is a most flagrant vio- 
lation of the statute. The important routes No. 1, 
Great Jones-street to Brooklyn Bridge, No. 2, 
West-street to Thirty-third-street and Tenth- 
avenue, and Christopher to Seventy-second- 
street, and other routes, aggregating 17 miles, 
are left undecided. The methods of constructing 
elevated tracks are not ee defined. The 

ower to erecf stations and platforms is not de- 

ned. Indeed the company desires to use its 
own discretion as to the portion of streets it will 
occupy. The details for surface construction are 
as vague. The Mayor’s Commissioners, instead 
of adopting definite plans obligatory on the com- 
pany, have left the company at liberty to deter- 
mine for itself so many important public matters 
that the court could not confirm its report. The 
cable company could occupy the whole of streets 
with its elevated tracks and build unlimited 
stations. The conclusions are as follows: 

Firet~—The General Surface Road act of 1884 did 


ty ls the rights of the cable company. Earl 
issents, 

Second—The Rapid Transit act did, until 1884, au- 
barr gy the formation of street railways. Earl dis- 
sents. 

Third—The objection that the Commissioners 
failed to fixa time for completion is not well founded. 

Fourth—The objection is well taken that the Com- 
missioners’ articles of association fail to comply with 
the Rapid Transit act in requiring the forfeiture of 
the franchise to the Supervisors of New-York for 
failure to build within a prescribed time. 

Fifth—The Commissioners have failed to decide 
upon plans for the construction of the roads, and 
that failure is fatal. Thedecision of the Supreme 
Court is atlirmed on these two latter points. 


The news of the action of the Court of Appeals 
carried consternation to the managers of the 
cable company yesterday. They felt decidedly 
ill over the matter, and the traces of their indis- 
position were plainly discernible on their faces. 


Itis no small thing for a company to lose from 
its grasp the control of 70 miles of railroad and 
a@ gridiron system that would virtually debar 
other companies from gaining any railroad hold 
in the city. 

The cable men were not Meaeaig? 4 without hope. 
Charles P. Shaw, who has been the legal head of 
the project, said yesterday that he should go to 
Aibany to-day to examine the decision. There 
was one point which the Court of Appeals might 
have considered which was not elaborated upon 
in the argument before the court. That was 
that, under the Constitution, the General Term 
of the Supreme Court had an absolute adminis- 
tration, not judicial power, in the matter regard- 
ing the consents to the road; it was lke a final 
Board of Commissioners. if the decision had 
been on such grounds, and other grounds of the 
cable road contention were sustained, there 
might be victory through an adverse decision or 
technical defeat. This and such other points 
which did not affect the merit of the contention 
might have controlled. the decision. He desired 
to see the text before making statements. He 
wished to see whether Chief-Justice Noah Davis, 
whose opinion had been in the cable company’s 
favor on law points, had been sustained or not. 

“TI cannot conceive,” continued Mr. Shaw, ‘ of 
the Court of Appeals rejecting the 17 miles of 
elevated road, because it was authorized by the 
same proceedings and under precisely identical 
precedents as the other elevated roads in the 
city.” Mr. Shaw gave the impression thatif the 
decision had been affirmative of the decision of 
the General Term the cable road was badly 
knocked out. He would not admit that there 
was aly scheme in favor of the company now 
betore the Board of Aldermen. 

At the Corporation Counsei’s office and the 
offices of the many lawyers who have fought the 
gridiron scheme there was much satisfaction 
over the result. Mr. Wicks, who, with Mr. Dean, 
assistant to the Corporation Counsel, argued the 
city’s side of the case against the road, said that, 
as be understood it, there was nothing for the 
cable company to do but to begin all over again 
with a new commission.

Hoar, INGALLS, and MITCHELL of Oregon 
joining the Democrats for the restoration of 
the “kingly power’ of WASHINGTON and 
LINCOLN and the long line of intermediate 
potentates. Thereis no doubt of the pas- 
sage of the repealing bill in the House. 








































A trip to Mexico at the Government’s ex- 
pense might be very enjoyable, but this 
fact alone would hardly justify sending 
thither a traveling party of five Senators, 
as Mr. BUTLER’s resolution, introduced yes- 
terday, proposes. And going outside of the 
junketing possibilities of such a pilgrimage, 
the project has no feature of great im- 
portance. Jtis proposed that the commit- 
tee should investigate “any disturbances 
that may have occurred between the citi- 
zens of the two countries.”

A dry legal bone of 
controversy now remains to be picked, and 
this can be done at Washington better than 
in El Paso del Norte. 






















Senator BLAIR, of New-Hampshire, is not 
an ordinary man. His commodious brain is 
ecrowded with vast schemes for the ameliora- 
tion of mankind. Long familiarity with 
projects designed to upset the laws of 
nature and change the climate and ap- 
pearance of continents has raised him to 
a plane from which he can look down be- 
nignly upon the petty details of routine 
work in the Senate, and has given him 
power to reach wise conclusions without 
the assistance of associates who still grovel 
in an atmosphere of rules and regula- 
tions.

SRT RRL NS 
Senator ALDRICH has introduced his old 
bill for refunding the 4 and 41y per cent. 
bonds in 21, per cents, payable at the same 
date as the old bonds, but not to be re- 
deemed so long as higher rate bonds are out- 
standifg, the Government paying to hold- 
ers the present worth of the interest lost, 
computed at 3 per cent. compounded quar- 
terly. The new bonds would be available 
as security for national bank notes to their 
full par value. The prospect of the passage 
of this bill is not such as to make the dis- 
cussion of its effect worth while at present. 





The tumbling in of fifty houses built over 
a coal mine in Pennsylvania is not the first 
accident of the kind that has occurred, and 
it is not likely to be the last. It is fort- 
unate that no more serious injury than that 
to property has thus far been inflicted by 
such a sinking of the surface of the earth, 
though it is quite possible that the loss of 
money will be at least as effective as the 
loss of life would have been in enforcing 
some measure of precaution. The more 
obvious of these precautions is to require 
that houses shall not be built over coal 
mines, or, if built before the workings are 
extended under them, shall not be occupied 
afterward. It might not be necessary to en- 
force this rule literally in all cases, but such 
an examination should be enforced as would 
secure that nobody should live over an ex- 
cavation which threatened to swallow up 
his dwelling. 








It is creditable to the President and the 
Secretary of War that, if they lent an 
ear to the complaints made against Gen. 
MILES, or, rather, were ignorant of circum- 
stances relied upon as a defense against 
those attacks, they have been ready to 
repair any injustice done him. Both 
the President and Mr. ENprcortt, if 
we rightly remember, were absent 
from Washington on their Summer 
vacation at the time the surrender of 
GERONIMO was announced. The Secretary 
in his recent report bore heavily upon Gen. 
MILES, as having not only failed to meet 
the President’s expectations by agreeing to 
spare the lives of the miscreants, but as in 
one instance directly disobeying orders. 
The chagrined victor seems, however, to 
have patiently borne all censures on a cam- 
paign which had brought peace to the 
harassed country and to have contented 
himself with personal explanations to the 
President and his Cabinet. Now he finds 
his department increased in extent by the 
addition of Southern California, and a rea- 
sonable inference is that this is a practical 
token of his vindication. 








THE CULLOM-REAGAN BILL. 

The failure of Congress to pass an Inter- 
State Commerce bill has for years been due 
to the refusal of the Senate to agree to 
some of the restrictive features of the 
measure upon which Mr. REAGAN, of Texas, 
has succeeded in fastening his name. It 
also objected to leaving the enforcement of 
the law entirely to the courts on com- 
plaint of those suffering from its violation, 
and insisted that there should be an 
official board charged with a super- 
vision of inter-State traffic, which should 
take measures to prevent violation of 
the regulations imposed upon the rail- 
roads and to enforce their requirements. 
Out of this opposition in the Senate to the 
Reagan bill sprang what is known as the 
Cullom bill, embodying the ideas of the op- 
ponents of the House measure as to what an 
Inter-State Commerce bill should be. It 
prohibited unjust discriminations and re- 
stricted the right of railroads to charge 
lower rates for long-distance traffic than for 
traffic over a shorter distance on the same 
line, but its mostimportant feature was that 
which provided for a national commission 
to make investigations, recommendations, 
and reports. 

At the last seasion of Congress the Reagan 
bill was passed by the House and rejected 
by the Senate, and the Cullom bill was 
passed by the Senate and rejected by the 
House. The form of the proceeding was the 
substitution of the Cullom for the Reagan 
bill in the Senate as an amendment and the 
refusal of the House to accept it, and upon 
that disagreement a conference was ordered. 
The conference committee, which has but 
lately agreed upon its report, welded the 
two bills together. This operation was prob- 
ably due in some degree to the ambition of 
Mr. REAGAN to save the essential parts 
of his long-cherished measure and keep his 
name associated with the legislation on 
this subject. No doubt also the feeling in 
the House is strongly in favor of restrictions 
to which the Senate is not disposed to as- 
sent. It is not likely that the long-standing 
antagonism will be removed by the compro- 
mise that has been patched up by the con- 
ference committee. The objections to some 
of the leading features of the Reagan bill 
are not removed by merely conceding the 
establishment of a commission. 

The contest will be over thelong and 
short haul clauses and the prohibition of 
pooling. Practical railroad men who do not 
object to Government supervision or to any 
practicable regulation insist that not only 
the railroad interests, but the business in- 
terests and the interests of producers and 
consumers alike, justify the practice 
of the railroads in taking commodities 
from many distant points to the sea- 
board at lower rates than they 
can afford to make for mych of their 
shorter distance traffic. The bill provides 
that the commission may, on application of 
therailroads and afterinvestigation, givere- 
lief from the operation of the rule in special 
cases; but this would leave the prohibition 
in force except where relief was thus ob- 
tained. A more logical provision would be 
to give the commission power to enforce 
the prohibition in cases where the discrim- 
nating charge in favor of the long haul was 
shown to be unnecessary or unjustifiable. 

These same railroad men object still more 
strenuously to the prohibition of pooling, 
and they support their objections by very 
potent facts and arguments. To break up 
the pooling system without furnishing any 
adequate means of maintaining stability 
and uniformity of rates between lines com-

edly cause serious disturbance. The main 
thing, after all, iste put an end tounjustdis- 
criminations between persons and places, to 
require a publication of schedules of rates 
and adherence to them, and to establish a 
commission with ample powers of investi- 
gation. Publicity is the most petent rem- 
edy for abuses, and when the facts are fully 
inquired into and made known to the pub- 
lic it is generally easy by recommendation 
to secure an adjustment of disputes. 

It would be wise, if the two houses of 
Congress can be brought to agree to it, to 
include in the bill to be passed for the regu- 
lation of inter-State commerce only those 
provisions about whose practical and bene- 
ficial operation there can be no reasonable 
doubt, and leave it to thecommission, after 
its work of gathering information -and 
its task of supervision has advanced 
far enough, to suggest the additional 
legislation necessar; to effect the pur- 
poses desired. A system that shall be 
useful and lasting, that shall remove abuses 
and redress grievances without interfering 
injuriously with the great interests of trans- 
portation and all that depends upon them, 
must be the result of careful study and ob- 
servation, and cannot be built up at once. 
The start should be conservative and cau- 
tious, and it is clear that the Reagan feat- 
ures that have been welded upon the Cul- 
lom bill will endanger the success of the 
proposed scheme of national regulation. 





THE GUTTER AND GRIDIRON DE- 
CISION. 

Among the decisions handed down yester- 
day by the Court of Appeals is one that will 
cause a feeling of great relief in this city. 
This decision prevents a surrender of the 
city’s streets to the cable railroad company. 
This company proposed to gridiron the city 
with its lines. It marked out twenty-nine 
routes as its own and intended to excavate 
in seventy miles of streets huge gutters for 
its machinery. A commission appoint- 
ed by Mayor Epson recommended that 
the great scheme should be ap- 
proved. The company then undertook to 
obtain authority to build its gridiron and 
dig its gutters, against the vigorous opposi- 
tion of property owners. Upon its applica- 
tion the Supreme Court appointed three 
Commissioners, who followed the Edson 
commission in making a favorable report 
upon all of the twenty-nine routes. The 
Supreme Court by a majority decision re- 
fused to contirm this report. The case was 
taken by the company to the Court of Ap- 
peals, and by that court the action of the 
Supreme Court has now been affirmed. 

This attempt to foist upon the city of 
New-York a comprehensive system of cable 
railways has been made with all the sup- 
port that great accumulations of capital and 
the labors of eminent lawyers could give. 
In acity honestly and fairly governed it 
would have failed almost at the beginning. 
It is remarkable that even in a city suffer- 
ing so severely from maladministration and 
corruption the life of the scheme was pro- 
longed until yesterday. Let us hope that 
now the speculators who hoped to capture 
seventy miles of streets and perpetuate a 
nuisance throughout every mile will thrust 
the plans of its gridiron into the obscurity 
from which they never should have emerged, 
and cease to vex a long-suffering town. 

Cable roads should be excluded for all 
time from the streets in the lower part of 
this city, where these greedy speculators 
desired to place them. Under the system 
proposed by the defeated company seventy 
miles of streets would be held by a monop- 
oly whose influence upon the City Govern- 
ment and in the city would be vicious. But 
if the cable plan be regarded aside from 
such considerations as these, it should be 
plain that it is not adapted to the needs of 
New-York, The horse car system must goin 
the course of time, and the city will be re- 
lieved of a heavy burden when the stables 
and all the paraphernalia of a method of 
transportation depending upon horses shall 
disappear. But it should be followed by 
something better than cables. The rapid 
development of electrical science as applied 
to problems of transportation leads us to be- 
lieve that the horse will make way for the 
electric motor. Such a change is greatly to 
be desired in a city like this. 

In the first place, the substitution of 
cables for horses would not benefit the peo- 
ple by increasing the speed of the cars. 
There is trustworthy testimony that even 
in cities where the streets are not obstructed 
as the streets in New-York are the speed of 
cable cars now in use does not exceed the 
speed now attained upon our horse car lines 
under favorable circumstances. The use of 
cables would reduce the expenses of rail- 
road stockholders, it is true, but the people 
are satisfied that they are pocketing sufii- 
ciently large dividends now. The public 
would gain nothing, and the companies 
would increase their profits. 

The city would suffer by the introduction 
of a system that requires a chronic upheaval 
of the roadway. In other cities where ca- 
bles have been introduced, even on broad 
and unobstructed avenues, the system has 
been a nuisance. It would be a greater 
nuisance here. But to any one familiar 
with the conditions needed for the use of 
cables it is clearly absurd to talk of putting 
cable roads in the congested streets of lower 
New-York. A year or two of upheaval and 
dismal experiment would be followed by a 
chronic choking of the arteries of transit 
and trade. There are steep grades 
in San Francisco and Kansas City 
where horse cars cannot be used, and where 
cables are to be preferred, but those condi- 
tions are not found here. We do not forget 
that a cable road is in operation on Tenth- 
avenue, in the upper part of Manhattan 
Island. But while such a system may have 
some advantages in that broad, straight, and 
unincumbered avenue, it does not follow 
that it would be anything but a nuisance in 
the streets below Central Park. Moreover, 
the cable system is not adapted to our cli- 
mate. The system that would be a nuisance 
in the years of its introduction and in warm 
weather afterward, would simply be intoler- 
able and a complete failure here in the 
Winter. 

The people cannot look to cable roads, 
nor even to electric motors on surface roads, 
for rapid transit. That must be furnished 
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will not be obstructed by the traffic of the 
streets.. They can look to electric motors 
for more satisfactory service on lines where 
hurses are now used. They can look to 
cables on such lines for nothing but yexa- 
tion. The defeat of the cable company 
should put an end to the cable folly in this 
city, and direct the attention of local 
transit companies and inventors to the pos- 
sibilities of electric service. Let us hope 
that we have heard the last of the big 
seventy-mile gutters and the great gridiron. 





THE INDIAN SEVERALTY BILL. 

The passage by the House of the Senate 
bill'to provide for the allotment of lands in 
severalty.on the various reservations marks 
an era in legislation for the Indians. The 
original measure, as prepared by Mr. DawrEs 
andasit came from the Senate, has been some- 
what modified, but there is no reason to an- 
ticipate asubstantial disagreement between 
the two bodies, while the views expressed 
in the annual message of the President seem 
to indicate that he will sign the bill. 

Stated briefly, its main purpose is to grad- 
ually break up tribal organizations by sub- 
stituting individual ownership of lands for 
a holding of them in common. This is right- 
ly regarded as the first step toward making 
the red man a citizen, with all a citizen’s 
rights, like the white-man and the black. 
When the ambition to till and improve land 
is stimulated in him by the knowledge that 
it is his own exclusive property, and that 
he can transmit it to his children, all the 
customary fruits of a steadfast interest in 
peace and in the reign of order and law 
will gradually follow. But in addition, 
this bill specifically declares that. every 
Indian born within the United States to 
whom allotment is made under the act, or 
who has voluntarily taken up his residence 
separate and apart from any tribe of Indians 
and adopted the habits of civilized life, isa 
citizen of the United States. 

Thus to the provision for lands in sever- 
alty is joined a provision for immediately 
conferring upon Indians the rights of citi- 
zenship. Of the amendments to the Senate 
bill offered in the House by the committee 
the only important ones were those striking 
out the provision for a tribal patent and 
the one relating to the deposit of the 
amounts accruing from the sale of lands in 
the Treasury to the credit of the Indians 
for a period of twenty-five years. The 
bill as it stands, however, forbids the con- 
veyance of allotted land for twenty-five 
years, in order to prétect the Indians. It 
gives to each head of a family one-quar- 
ter of a section; to each single person 
over 18 years and to each orphan under 18, 
one-eighth; to each other person, one-six- 
teenth. Pro rata allowances are to be made 
if there is not enough land for the statute 
allowance. These Indians thereupon be- 
come subject to State and Territorial law, 
and no Territory is to pass any law debar- 
ring the Indians from the equal protection 
of the law. The exceptions to the measure 
are the lands occupied by the Cherokees, 
Creeks, Cheoctaws, Chickasaws, Seminoles, 
and Osages in the Indian Territory, the 
Senecas in New-York, and the strip in Ne- 
braska just south of the Sioux, as there are 
in these cases certain already vested rights. 

Doubtless it would be easy to suggest pos- 
sible difficulties in the practical execution 
of this bill. But no one can deny that it 
lays the basis of legislation of a very im- 
portant character. Subsequent Congresses, 
guided by actual experience in the work- 
ing of the measure, can doubtless mod- 
ify it to meet all exigencies and needs, pre- 
cisely as the early legislation for the freed- 
men was modified. The main difficulty has 
been to make a start; and that this has 
been no slight obstacle is shown by the 
fact that a bill substantially like the pres- 
ent one was passed by the Senate in the 
Forty-seventh Congress and in the Forty- 
eighth Congress, as well as in the first ses- 
sion of the Forty-ninth. 





THE ARRESTS IN IRELAND. 

The necessity of doing something about 
the Irish question has induced Lord Satis- 
BURY’S Ministry to take what is certainly 
the most unrighteous and will probably 
prove to be also the most impolitic line it 
could possibly have taken. The raking up 
of a mediswval statute in order to persecute 
the leaders and representatives of the Irish 
people, for the sole reason that they are 
such leaders and representatives, is dis- 
graceful to English civilization. It is a 
relapse into the barbarism of the period 
when the statute was enacted. 

A Tory newspaper describes the arrests of 
the Irish leaders to be “‘ the beginning of a 
death struggle between the League and the 
law.” The League means the Irish peo- 
ple, since all but a pitiful fraction of them 
agree in regarding the men arrested as their 
leaders. The law means the obsolete statute 
which is revived and stretched in order to 
cover their cases. It would, we trust, be 
impossible to secure the re-enactment of 
a statute which does away with that 
freedom of speech and of the press 
for which the English people have been 
struggling ever since the statute was passed. 
No Parliament that has sate since the pas- 
sage of the first Reform bill would have 
thought of passing such a law. Any at- 
tempt to enforce itin England against the 
leaders of a popular cause would be resisted 
to the point ofrevolution. Englishmen who 
justify the enforcement of it against Irish- 
men by that act justify the hatred of Eng- 
land and the resentment of English rule 
which animate the Irish. The revival 
of the old statute is an act of war. 
It proceeds from a disposition to 
treat the Irish not as fellow-subjects, but as 
alien enemies, and to reduce them to subjec- 
tion by indictments and prosecutions, as 
being at once cheaper and more effectual 
than the quartering upon them of an Eng- 
lish garrison large enough to keep them 
down. The British taxpayer would vio- 
lently object to the expense of this latter 
method. The Government hopes that he 
will acquiesce in a policy which has the ad- 
vantage of entailing no further cost than 
that of a few trials. 

The hope of putting down Irish discontent 
by such acts as this is entirely chimerical. 
It is doubtful whether any member ‘of the 


Government expects more from it than that 
it will tide the Government over for a ses-. 


sion or so, The assumption that the Irish 
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people are the dupes of a few “crafty 
schemers,” as the London Standard calls 
them, is too absurd for even John Bull to 
acton long. Themen who make it know 
very well that if all the crafty schem- 
ers were locked up and silenced others 
would arise to take their places. In 
some way effective. expressiun would_ be 
given to a sentiment so powerful and so 
pervading that it can be put down by 
nothing short of the extermination of the 
Trish people on the one hand or by the grant 
on the other of their demand to manage 
their own affairs in their own way. The 
first course being out of the question, the 
sooner the second is taken the better for all 
concerned. It may be that the policy of 
petty - persecution to which Lord Satis- 
BURY’s Government has committed itself 
will do more to bring about this result by 
opening the eyes of Englishmen to see what 
the alternative to home rule really is than 
the direct agitation in its favor of Mr. GLap- 
STONE and his followers. 





AMUSEMENTS. 


BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC. 

Thisevening’s concert of the Philharmonic 
Society of Brooklyn—the second given under 
the auspices of that body this season—is to be 
taken up with a performance of Liszt’s “ Legend 
of St. Elizabeth,” which will be rendered, accord- 
ing to the announcement of the society, in 
memory of the composer of the work. The ora- 
torlo was publicly rehearsed at the Brooklyn 
Academy of Music yesterday afternoon, 
the list of soloists including Miss Em- 
ma Juch, Mme Anna Lankow, and 
Heinrich, Remmertz and Preisch, 
and Mr. Theodore Thomas conducting, as usual, 
the Philharmonic chorus and orchestra. ‘The 
Legend of St. Elizabeth” was first made known by 
the Brooklyn Philharmonic two years ago, and 
the story which it unfolds and the characteris- 
tics of Liszt’s score were then described in this 
place at some length. The oratorio, however, 


is so seldom performed that it came upon most 
ersous yesterday as a comparative novelty. 
ithout devoting too much time toa journey 
over preene that has been already traversed, it 
may be well to mention ou this account 
some facts and features counected with the com- 
position. “The Legend of St. Elizabeth” was 
written for a festival held at the Wartburg, in 
1867, in commemoration of the eighth centenary 
~of the founding of that ancient structure and in 
honor of its restoration. The libretto, by Otto 
Roquette, owes its inspiration to Moritz von 
Schwind’s frescoes, at the Wartburg, of 
“Scenes from the Life of St. Eliza- 
beth,” and its six divisions correspond as 
to subject and order with von Schwind’s 
pictures, each being complete in itself. Liszt's 
part of the work represents the musician’s ad- 
vance in a new direction. After his achieve- 
ments in the tieid of piano music he turned his 
attention to orchestral music and produced his 
symphonic poems: after delivering himself of his 
symphonic poems he set about reforming the ora- 
torio. **The Legend” is his earliest endeavor to 
attain that end, and its chief peculiarities may 
he detected in the predominance of the dramatic 
elemtnt,in the avoidance of the old conven- 
tional torms andin the use of leading motives, 
not forgetiing,as may be imagined, the elab- 
orateness and richness of instrumentation for 
which all the master’s efforts are oon- 
spicuous. What influence the partially new 
shape given to the ancient composition 
may have upon writers of the future is 
a question which is still unanswered. 
That composers of oratorios in after years may 
forsake their Handelian models and seek guid- 
ance in the theory and practice of the younger 
school is in @ measure possible; that “The 
Legend of St. Elizabeth” and kindred works will 
replace the older compositions is more than 
doubtful. Just now the public is scarcely pre- 
pared to break its familiar gods and bow 
to latter day idols. Some portions of 
“The Legend” are marked by _ great 
beauty, and, like all products of the 
new school, the connection between the 
dramatic significance of the text and the lyric 
expressiveness of the score is very close. The 
children’s chorus in the first division of the ora- 
torio, the spirited crusaders’ chorus, built upon 
the Gregorian intonation, the noisy, but not in- 
effective, movement illustrative of the storm, 
and the solemn and impressive passages de- 
picting the interment of the heroine—these 
numbers, with many of the ' melodious 
measures assigned to Elizabeth, and 
supplied with accompaniments of ravishing del- 
icacy, are passages of which the loveliness and 
gzrateful eloquence address themselves at once 
to the auditor. Ilt isto be regretted that their 
charm and impressiveness should be more than 
offset by endless declamatory scenes, long-drawn 
and monotonous, in which the ear vainly strives 
to discern aught that is shapely or sug- 
gestive. Yesterday’s rehearsal promised, on 
the whole, an _ effective rendering of 
the work for to-night. The orchestra was in 
good form, the chorus, except on one occasion, 
Was reasouably precise and energetic, and the 
soloists ranged from excellence to that some- 
what depressed plane of efficiency implied by 
the word respectability. Mr. Preisch, who rep- 
resented the Landgrave Hermann, was the least 
satisfactory of the soloists, the music lying too 
high for his voice. And Mme. Anna Lankow, the 
contralto, was not always as distinct in her 
enunciation as could have been wished. Miss 
Emma Juch sang Elizabeth’s numbers with con- 
siderable expression, and with delighful dis- 
tinctness of verbal delivery; her tones, as usual, 
were somewhat coloriess, but her execution was 
remakably tinished and tasteful. Mr. Hein- 
rich’s work could only have been bettered by 
the baritone’s restraining a tendency to roll his 
“rs” as though he were concerned in a per- 
mae “‘rataplan chorus.” Mr. Remmertz had 
ittle to do, and did that little carefully and ac- 
ceptably, The audience was véry large, but not 
very enthusiastic. 
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METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 
“Faust” was performed once more at the 
Metropolitan Opera House last evening. The 
representation was carried on by the same 
artists that took part in it last week, and it 
progressed, smoothly and uneventfully, to the 
familiar and touching climax. The most im- 
pressive incident in the opera last night was 
unquestionably Valentine’s death scene, in 
which Herr Robinson’s singing and acting 


were alike remarkable. Friiulein Lehmann’s 
outburst of grief over her brother’s body added 
to the pathos of the picture, and both she 
the baritone were subsequently called be- 
fore the curtain. The final measures of the 
garden scene were followed by a_ similar 
demonstration of approval on the part of 
the audience; there is no denying, how- 
ever, that the effect of much of 
Herr Alvary’s music and that of all of Friiulein 
Lehmann’s would be materially heightened by a 
stricter observance of the Italian tempos. 
Mr. Damrosch is . quite alive to this, but 
his views on the subject. which are simply 
those of the composer, do not appear to 
coincide with the opinions or habits of the 
soprano and tenor. With Friulein Lehmann’s 
brilliant voice and admirable execution, with 
Herr Alvary’s earnest and pestaresque delinea- 
tion of Faust, with Herr Robinson’s capital por- 
trayal of Valentine, and with the fine orchestra 
and chorus and the matchless scenic attire be- 
stowed upon “Faust” at the Metropolitan, it is 
watter for regret that a fraction even of the 
yey eloquence of the representation should 
e kept fromit through the prejudice or igno- 
rance of any of the performers concerned....

TAXES ON PULLMAN .CARS. 

Str. Pav, Minn., Dec. 17.—The Pullman 
Palace Car Company, through its attorney, ap- 
peared before Judge Brewer, in the United 
States Circuit Court, yesterday, and applied for 
an injunction to restrain the Iowa State of-: 
ficers from collecting..taxes levied -on rolling 


stock in that State. The law of Iowa on the 
subject of railway taxation permits the State 
to impose a tax on all the dag ead of rail- 
road companies in sight. The fact that the 
Pullman sleepers in use are not the actual 
property of railroad companies using them cuts 
no tigure in Luea a up the tax levy, and the 
State has imposed its taxes on all rolling stock 
used by the railroad companies. While the 
Pullman Car Company does not appear on the 
tax list and has not been regarded as a factor 
by the Iowa State authorities, still it is held 
by the railway companies for the proportionate 
amount of the taxes which its stock 1s assessed 
for, and it now asks that the court grant the 
order of restraint from collecting*that portion 
of the taxes relating to its stock. This taxable 
property includes in all about $200,000. ‘

WHITE SAILORS VERY SCARCE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—The scarcity of 
able-bodied white seamen at this port has be- 
come a serious impediment to the shipping in- 
terests, and many transatlantic vessels leaving 
here during the past week have been compelled 
to take ful) colored crews.

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THE TARIFF REFORM 
= | 
Wasntneton, Dec. 17.—The interest in | 
all other matters of legislation before the House 
of Representatives is small compared with that 
felt in the Tariff bill and the proposition that is 
to be made to-morrow to take it up for consider- 
ation. There has been a great deal of industri- 
ous but quiet canvassing by both the reveuus 
reformers and the protectionists. That the pro- 
tectionists are not confident is plain. They aro 
not united in believing that the motion to con- 
sider will fail. This lack of confidence is as- 
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sumed to arise from the discovery that the Re- 


| 
publicans are not all disposed to refuse a hearing 
to the Tariff bill. Among the Western Repub- 
licans there isa strong desire to have the tax 
removed from sugar. In order to test the popu- 
larity of such an amendment to the tariff law it 
will be necessary to consider a tariff measure, 
and it is plain erough that there will never be 
any less or greater danger than in taking up the 
question now. That the chances of success for 
Mr. Morrison’s motion are small isclear from a 
comparison of the predictions of the pro 
tection and revenue reform leaders. Major 


McKinley expects to see the motion to take 
up the bill beaten by from 3 to 5 votes’ Mr. 

ewitt is qaaiee as saying that the motion will 
ae rom 2 to 4 votes. The ory that 

essrs. Viele, ‘‘ Tim’ Campbell, and Muller are 
likely to vote for consideration is referred to as 
an encouraging sign to the Morrison men, but it 
must prove a poor reliance. So close is the con- 
test that the absence of two or three of the Ran- 
dall men from the House will make a great deal 
of difference in the record to be scored to-mor- 
row. 

A meeting of the Virginia and North Carolina 
Democrats held to-day to consider what they 
should do has been represented as having con- 
cluded to oppose consideration. Intormation is 
obtained, however, to the effect that they will 
not oppose consideration, but that they will en- 
deavor, after the Tariff billshall have been taken 
up, to secure a reduction of sugar taxes, the re- 
peal of the tax on fruit brandy. and on alcohal 
to be used in the arts and sciences. Favoring 
these changes, they cannot hope tu see any prog- 
ress made toward effecting them until the ques- 
tion has been discussed. The Randall men of 
course encourage opposition on any ground, 
but have not been able to convince the North 
Carolina and Virginia Democrats, who are 
all tariff reform men, that it will be to their in- 
terest to refuse to take up the Morrison bill. 
Some curiosity is manifested about the prob- 
able course that will be taken if the motion to 
consider prevails. The propositions to reduce 
the tax on sugar or tobacco and on fruit brandy, 
if adopted, may prove to be not the end but the 
beginning of a break. The House tariff reduc- 
tion men have about abandoned consideration of 
the probable action of the Senate upon a tariff 
bill. To Democrats who favor doing something 
it occurs that the responsibility they have will 
be accepted and discharged when they have 
passed a bill reducing taxes. If the Senate 
chooses to reject it the accounting will be by the 
Senate to the people. 






































































































When the Republican’ Senators marched into 
the Senate reception room this afternoon and 
carefully locked behind them all the doors, it 


was given ont that they proposed to hold a 
caucus to deciae upon the rearrangement of com- 
mittee memberships, made necessary by the 
presence of two uew Republican Senators. The 
senators did attend to this business, but when it 
was finished they failed to adjourn. Instead, 
they took up the subject of tariff reform, with 
a view to agreeing upon the course that should 
be pursued by the majority of the Senate. The 
subject proved to be as provocative of debate 
in the caucus as it has been in the Senate, and 
the discussion, which was at times rather ani- 
inated, did not resuit in an agreement upon any 
specific action. There was, however, a very ce- 
cided expression on the part of most of the Sen- 
ators that the exigencies of the present situa- 
tion of affairs required a reduction of the sur- 
= revenues of the Government, and that, too, 

efore the close of this session. As to just how 
the reduction should be effected opinions 
varied, but the Senators were practically 
unanimous that 1t should not be done by any 
such general revision of the tariff as contem- 
plated in the Morrison bill. The old plea was 
put forth that the time between now and March 
4 was much too short to readjust the long list of 
customs duties. The discussion showed also 
that if the House should send to the Senate a bill 
repealing the duties on sugar the measure would 
find many warm supporters among the Repub- 
licans, A measure to reduce the internal reve- 
nue taxes on whisky and tobacco would also tind 
friends in the majority party, but not s0 many 
as the sugar tax repeal. At the same 
time it was suggested by some of the Senators 
the wiping out of $52,000,000 sugar duties was 
not a thing to be done without a good deal of 
careful consideration and without an inquiry as 
to whether something could not be obtained in a 
reciprocal way from Cuba and the other sugar 
growing countries with which the United States 
has extensive dealings. It was also suggested 
that sugar should not be put on the free list 
until there was a reasonabie assurance that 
an export tax would not be -put upon 
it by thosé countries. Various other more or 
less important side issues were brought up in 
counectiou with sugar and whisky and tobacco, 
and the Senators finally got into such a maze of 
complicated suggestions and counter-proposi- 
tions that they adjourned without having set- 
tled anything except that the surplus ought to 
be reduced insome way without revising the 
tariff. There was also a brief talk about the In- 
ter-State Commerce bill, which served.to indi- 
cate that when the report of the conference com- 
mittee on that measure is taken up in the Sen- 
ate a long debate is likely to follow before it is 
acted upon. ye 

Mr. Edmunds’s opposition to the bill to repeal 
the Tenure of Office act of 1867 has proved as in- 
effective as his advocacy of secret sessions was 


effective, and the Senate has passed the bill by 
a decisive majority. The Democratic Senators 
who were not absent or paired voted solidly for 
the repeal, and they were joined by four Repub- 
licans—Messrs. Chace, Hoar, Ingalls, and Mitch- 
ell, of Oregon. Had Mr. Evarts been on hand 
his vote would also have been fortherepeal. The 
rest of the Republicans present fell into line be- 
hiud the Vermont Senater. The vote was 30 for 
the bill and 22 against it. It is expected that 
the repeal will pass the House quite as easily as 
it went through the Senate, so that itis likely 
to become a law before the 4th of March. 


Members of the Post Office Committees of the 
Senate and House are congratulating them- 
selves and the Post Office Department over 


the excellent progress that has already been 
made in postal legislation. The House has 
passed a number of postal bills and to-day the 
benate disposed of three of these important 
measures. ‘he bill to extend the free delivery 
system to every incorporated city, village, or 
borough having a population of 50,000 and to 
every place of 10,000 inhabitants the gross reve- 
nue of the Post Office of which reaches $10,000, 
was taken up on Mr. Conger’s motion and passed 
without trouble. It was passed by the House 
last week. Mr. Conger also secured the passage 
of the House bill, which gives mail messengers 
in the Postal Service, a legal standing instead of 
leaving them de,,endent upon clauses in appro- 
priation bills. Some slight amendments were 
made by the Senate, making necessary the send- 
ing of the measure, toa conference committee, 
but not endangering its final passage. The 
third measure passed was the bill to modify the 
existing law relative to the issue of postal notes, 
which will enable the Postmaster-General to ex- 
tend their use beyond the list of money order 
Post Offices, fixes the fee fora note at 3 cents 
and its life at three months, with permission to 
take out anew uotefor another three months 
for another 3 cents. >

Senator Blair has apparently fallen into the 
nabit of assuming that. he is the Pension Com- 
mittee of the Senate and that if he is in favor of 


any measure referred to that committee that is 
sulticient warrant for him to hand it back to the 
Senate as a committee report. He has deen 
more than once tripped up in this sort of tactics, 
and now he has sutfered again. When Mr. Blair 
moved to-day to take up the bill granting trial by 
jury in cases where pensions have been denied by 
the Secretary of the Interior on appeal from the 
Commissioner of Pensions, some of the members 
of the Pension Committee learned tor the tirst 
time that the measure was on the calendar as 
having been favorably reported by them. Mr. 
Aldrich called attention to this fact, and inti- 
mated that a majority of the committee was not 
in favor of the measure. Mr. Edmunds pointed 
out some of the numerous reasons why such a 
bill should not be passed, and Mr. Blair under- 
tebk to reply. Betore he had succeeded, how- 
ever, in explaining how he had reported the bill 
favorably. when the committee was not for it, 
Mr. Hoar put an end to the bill and to Mr. 
Blair’s speech by moving to recommit the meas- 
ure, a motion which was very promptly carried. 


When the Senate Appropriations Committee 
took up the request of Public Printer Benedict 
for an immediate appropriation of about $85,000 


for the use of his office Mr. Benedict was not 
present. His brother, the chief clerk of the 
printing office, told the committee that the 
necessity for the appropriation was very urgent, 
and intimated that unless the money was forth- 
coming at onceit might be necessary to furlough 
large numbers of employes and seriously inter- 
fere with the work of his oftite. Inquiries as to 
the Public Printer’s whereabouts brought out 
the statement that Mr. Benedict was in New- 
York attending to personal business. Then the 
members of the commitiee decided that if the 
ewergency in the printing office was not serious 
enough to require the presence of the Public 
Printer they had time enough to move deliber- 
ately in the matter, and they postponed further 
consideration of the subject until next week. 


Something of a sensation was ereated in naval 
circles to-day by the rumor that Secretary Whit- 
ney had concluded to adopt stringent measures 
to werent naval officers from influencing legis- 
lation. The Secretary has been worried for 
some time past by information received from 
Congressmen that. certain: officers of the navy 
were working hard to defeat the Navy Reor- 

tion bili. The Secretary greatly desires 
passage of the bill at this session. He has

ing the navy, and thinks the passage of his bill 
necessary ii any changes for the better in the 
service are tobe made during the present Ad- 
ministration. When he learned from Congressmen 
that they had been approached by naval ofticera 
and requested to vote against his bill, he ag 
once sent for several of the persons imphcated 
and informed them that in future they would ba 
required to uttend more to their duties as naval 
officers and that there was nothing iu naval law 
that imposed upon them the trials of lobbyists, 
The Secretary has verbally stated to officers in 
the department that he wished no further inter- 
ference, and that if any of them had anything to 
transmit to Congress he should do it through 
him. Ttis understood from this that Secretar 
Whitney intends to enforce ex-Secretary Chand- 
ler’s order forbidding naval officers to send any 
communication having for its object the enact- 
ment of a law unless it should go through the 
regular naval channels. i 


The Army Appropriation bill, as prepared by 
Representative Bragg, contains few new 
provisions. A section is inserted which re- 


qi all ofticers to secure transportation from 
the Quartermaster’s Department. The _ pay 
clerks are enumerated among the other officers 
of the army, and will receive 4 cents mileave for 
their transportation. Through «a mistake the 
pay clerks were not included in the list of offi- 
cers whose mileage was cut from 8 to 4 cents 
last session, and they have therefore drawn 8 
cents during the year, while commissioned 
officers have only received 4 cents. An item of 
$12,000 is included in the bill for the erection of 
cottages at all the military posts for hospital 
stewards. 

The official programme for the President’s 
New Year’s Day reception at the White House 
has been decided upon. It does not differ in or- 


der from that of former years. The President 
will be assisted by Mra. Cleveland and the ladies 
of the Cabinet, who will number three persong 
in line this year, ae Mrs. Whitney will provab!y 
not appear. Mrs. Cleveland’s weekly Saturday 
afternoon receptions from 3 to 5 o’elock will be 
gin Saturday, Jan. 8, and be continued through 
the season. Mrs. Cleveland will be at home 
on Tuesdays aud Thursdays from 12 until 1 
o'clock atter Jan. 1. One of the Cabinet 
ladies said to-day that Mrs. Cleveland 
had undertaken todo too much. She has ygiven 
three days in the week to receptions in the day- 
time, and there will be besides the state dinners 
aud the evening receptions, four in number at 
the least.

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TROUBLE AMONG THE KNIGHTS. 

Samuel L. Leffingwell, of Indianapolis, 
who has been engaged in fighting District As- 
sembly No. 49, is out with a statement hauling
